Upcoming  demonstration  in 
California  highlights  the  • 
segregation  and  lack  of  care 
faced  by  incarcerated  PWAs  in 
many  states

SACRAMENTO,  Calif. — As  part  of  a 
national  movement  toward  prison  AIDS 
activism,  California  AIDS  activists  will  hit 
the  streets  May  4  to  protest  the  discrimina¬ 
tion  and  mistreatment  faced  by  prisoners 
with  AIDS.  Meanwhile,  one  prisoner-run 
HIV  support  center  at  Vacaville  State  Prison 
has  been  effectively  shut  down  by  prison 
authorities,  activists  say. 

According  to  Arawn  Eibhlyn,  a  member 
of  ACT  UP/San  Francisco  Prison  Issues 
Committee,  care  and  support  for  prisoners 
with  AIDS  and  HIV  at  Vacaville  pnison  have 
deteriorated  in  past  months  due  to  a  crack¬ 
down  on  a  prisoner-run  program  called 
Pastoral  C^  Services  (PCS)  and  the  depar¬ 
ture  of  sevCTal  health  care  providers.  Most  of 
the  medical  staff  at  the  prison  have  left,  he 
said,  citing  frustration  with  the  prison  sys¬ 
tem’s  bureaucracy  and  its  lack  of  commit¬ 
ment  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  HTV 
positive  prisoners.  “Basically,  they  weren’t 
being  able  to  practice  the  quality  of  care  they 
felt  was  needed,’’  he  told  GCN. 

Prison  authorities  confiscated  PCS  equip¬ 
ment  and  locked  down  two  key  inmate  vol¬ 
unteers  who  protested  guard  abuse  of  an 
HIV-positive  prisoner  in  March,  Eibhlyn 
said.  He  noted  that  the  program — which 
receives  no  government  funds  and  operates 
out  of  a  non-heated  comer  of  the  prison 
chapel — is  barely  operating  but  has  been 
effectively  shut  down.  “The  program  is  offi- 
ciaDy  still  running,”  he  said,  adding,  “The 
prison  has  a  vested  interest  in  maintaining 
the  idea  it’s  still  going.” 

By  not  officially  shutting  down  PCS, 
Eibhlyn  said,  Vacaville  officials  can  maintain 
its  dubious  reputation  as  a  model  of  AIDS 
treatmCTL  However,  he  said  he  believes  PCS 
was  effectively  dismantled  because  it 
“empowers  prisoners  to  maintain  their 
humanity  iitside  a  system  that  reties  on  pris¬ 
oner  passivity  to  maintain  control.” 

Members  of  ACT  UP  chapters  in  Los 
Angeles,  Santa  Barbara  and  San  Francisco 
called  the  May  4  demonstration  to  demand 
AIDS/HIV  treatment,  voluntary  access  to 
clinical  trials,  full  access  to  all  jnison  pro¬ 
grams,  voluntary  and  anonymous  testing,  an 
end  to  forced  segregation  of  HIV-positive 
prisonCTS,  compassionate  release  for  prison¬ 
ers  with  rapidly  deteriorating  health  and 
AIDS  education  for  iiunates  and  prison  staff. 
AccOTding  to  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control,  there  are  more  than  6000  HIV-posi¬ 
tive  prisonCTS  in  the  sute. 

Michael  Haggerty,  a  Vacaville  prisoner 
and  a  volunteer  at  PCS,  cited  the  implemen- 
tadcm  of  a  compassionate  release  program  as 
one  of  the  most  important  issues  facing  pris¬ 
oners  with  AIDS.  “Something  must  be  done 
to  get  these  men  out  of  here  before  they  are 
so  sick.  I  realize  that  the  CDoC  is  in  business 
to  keep  people,  not  to  let  them  go,  and  that 
the  ]Mlitical  climate  is  not  conducive  to  com¬ 
passionate  releases,”  he  said.  “But  something 
must  be  done  before  too  long  or  the  system 
will  overflow  with  HTV-positive  cases,  and  it 
will  bankrupt  the  system  so  that  they  won’t 
evCTi  be  able  to  care  for  healthy  prisoners.” 

He  added  that  he  favored  the  implementation 
of  a  system  of  privately  run  facilities  to  care 
for  prisoners  in  the  final  stages  of  AIDS.

inger  Diamanda  Galas  was  one  of  the  first  performers  to  talk  about  AIDS,  long 
before  it  was  fashionable.  Her  prolific  output  in  the  1980s  included  perfor- 
KJ  mances  and^re^ordings  of  her  Masqutf  oC  the  Red  Death  trilogy  and  Plague 
Mass,  among  others^  Cisntral  to  her  work  has  ^e/n  an  unflinching  examination^  of  the 
epidemic  that  has  cUiinied’ihe  livis  ofsh  manfofherfAetidsattk  bnel,  including 
her  brother  Philip  Dimitri  Galas. 

Galas  has  also  long  been  a  vocal  critic  of  homophobia  in  the  music  business,  but  not 
by  dropping  hints  in  obscure  interviews.  She  has  directly  confronted  record  company 
executives  at  the  nearly  sacrosanct  New  Music  Seminar  in  New  York,  and  found  herse{f 
being  asked  to  leave. 

/  recently  saw  her  latest  piece.  Vena  Cava,  at  The  Kitchen  in  New  York.  Her  earlier 
work,  although  containing  an  overwhelming  power  in  its  elevation  and  strength,  some¬ 
how  seemed  less  accessible  on  a  human  level  than  Vena  Cava.  Armed  with  just  her 
voice.  Galas  seems  to  enter  her  audience's  thoughts.  It  is  not  unusual  to  experience 
physical  responses  to  her  voice:  twitching,  spontaneous  tears,  feelings  of  movement,  and 
hallucinations  of  smell  or  taste  are  all  responses  I  have  been  told  about. 

I  interviewed  Galas  in  New  York  after  seeing  Vena  Cava.  We  had  an  intense  discussion 
about  the  AIDS  epidemic,  personal  and  political  activism,  and,  of  course,  homophobia  in 
the  music  industry. 

Galas  will  be  performing  at  Nightstage  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  on  April  30.  Do  not  come 

expecting  Madonna.  ,  .  ■

Saturday  Night 
Liva  disrupted 

NEW  YORK — Several  gay  and  lesbian 
activists  disrupted  a  live  telecast  of  Saturday 
Night  Live  April  1 1  to  protest  the  appearance 
of  the  guest  host,  actress  Sharon  Stone. 

Stone  starred  in  the  recently-released  sus¬ 
pense  film,  Basic  Instinct,  which  has  been 
heavily  criticized  by  many  activists  for  its 
portrayal  of  lesbians  and  bisexual  women  as 
brutal  murderers. 

Shouting,  “Fight  AIDS,  not  women! 
Hollywood  kills,  boycott  hate!”  six  activists 
could  be  heard  from  offstage  during  Stone’s 
monologue  at  1 1 :35  pm  EDT  after  gaining 
entry  to  the  backstage  at  NBC  studios.  Dan 
Boidem,  Tom  Ledcke,  Jamie  Leo,  Dana 
Luciano,  Steven  Melvin  and  Michele  Tepper 
were  arrested  and  charged  with  criminal  tres¬ 
pass  and  disorderly  conduct.  They  were  all 
released  Aprril  12  and  early  April  13. 

Gay,  lesbian  and  women’s  activists  in  sev¬ 
eral  cities  have  staged  protests  at  theatres 
showing  Basic  Instinct.  In  addition,  demon¬ 
strations  were  held  outside  of  the  Academy 
Awards  ceremonies  March  30  and  at  the  ear¬ 
lier  New  York  Film  Critics  Circle  award  din¬ 
ner  to  protest  the  portrayal  of  a  presumably 
gay  male  murderer  in  The  Silence  of  the 
Lambs.

United  Way  de¬ 
funds  Boy  Scouts 
over  homophobia 

SAN  FRANQSCO — ^The  Bay  Area 
United  Way  announced  April  8  it  would  dis¬ 
continue  funding  for  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  in  its  area  in  the  wake  of  a  task 
force  report  released  last  month  that  found 
the  Boy  Scouts  discriminate  on  the  basis  of 
sexual  orientation  (see  GCN,  Vol.  19,  No. 
33-34).  The  United  Way  policy  states  that 
recipient  organizations  must  comply  with 
existing  human  rights  ordinances  where  they 
operate. 

The  Bay  Area  United  Way  serves  the 
counties  of  San  Francisco,  Marin,  Alameda, 
Contra  Costa  and  San  Mateo.  A  memo 
issued  from  the  chair  of  the  local  United 
Way  chapter  stated  that  it  will  retain  the  six 
Boy  Scout  councils  on  a  non-funded  member 
status  and  will  allow  contributors  who  wish 
to  support  Boy  Scout  councils  to  do  so  by 
directly  naming  them  as  a  recipient  of  a  por¬ 
tion  of  their  total  donation. 

A  nationwide  boycott  of  United  Way  was 
called  last  month  to  bring  attention  to  the 
Boy  Scouts’  discriminatory  policies. 
According  to  Queer  NationJNational  Capital, 
activists  are  organizing  in  Washington,  D.C.; 
Portland,  Maine;  San  Francisco; 

Philadelphia;  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Fort  Myers, 
Fla.;  El  Paso,  Tex.;  New  Orleans;  Los 
Angeles;  Seattle;  Chicago;  Boston  and  New 
York  City.

Argentina  allows 
lesbian/gay  group 

BUENOS  AIRES — A  gay  and  lesbian 
organization  was  granted  legal  recognition 
by  the  Argentine  govermnent  after  three 
years  of  court  battles,  the  International  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Human  Rights  Conunission 
reported  March  19.  Although  the  country’s 
Supreme  Court  denied  legal  status  to  the 
Comunidad  Homosexual  Argentina  (CHA) 
late  last  year,  the  executive  branch  of  the 
government  issued  an  order  guaranteeing 
legal  status  to  the  group. 

“Now  we  can  exist  as  an  institution,  but  it 
doesn’t  mean  that  it  is  an  end  of  the  fight,” 
said  Monaca  Santino,  a  CHA  member.  “Now 
we’re  going  to  fight  for  our  human  rights, 
our  individual  liberties  and  against  discrimi¬ 
nation  toward  homosexuals.”  Members  of 
the  group  attributed  the  victory  to  intense 
international  pressure  brought  against 
Argaitine  Pr^idoit  Menem  during  his 
recent  visits  to  Europe  and  the  United  States. 

Menem  faced  demonstrations  late  last  year 
in  New  York,  Washington,  Paris  and 
Brussels,  which  activists  say  led  the 
Argentine  Justice  Ei^artment  to  approach 
CHA  with  offers  of  legal  recognition  in 
exchange  for  changes  in  the  group’s  stated 
objectives.  The  group  rejected  the  offer,  and 
the  executive  branch  fmally  granted  the 
group  recognition  with  no  such  stipulations.

Activist  seeks 
pres,  ballot  spot 

SEATTLE — A  member  of  ACT  UP  is 
seeking  a  spot  on  the  Republican  presidential 
baUot  in  the  May  19  Washington  primary. 
Steve  Michael,  a  member  of  the  ACT  UP 
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Presidential  Project,  is  filing  as  a  Republican 
to  force  the  issues  of  AIDS  and  gay/lesbian 
rights  into  the  presidential  campaign. 

To  qualify  for  the  ballot,  Michael  will 
need  to  gamer  1000  signatures  of  registered 
Washington  voters  by  April  9.  If  he  is  suc¬ 
cessful,  he  will  be  entitl^  to  publish  a  state¬ 
ment  in  a  pamphlet  distributed  to  each  of  the 
state’s  registered  voters.  “The  idea  is  to  get 
the  word  out  to  every  vote-  in  Washington,” 
Michael  stated.  “Our  issues  can  no  longer  be 
ignored.” 

Washington  holds  open  primaries,  allow¬ 
ing  Democrats  and  Republicans  to  vote  for 
candidates  in  either  party.  However,  binding 
Democratic  caucuses  were  held  March  3,  so 
votes  received  by  Democrats  on  the  ballot 
will  not  affect  E)emocratic  delegate  selection. 
Therefore,  Michael  said  he  is  hoping 
Democrats  will  cross  over  and  place  their 
votes  for  him,  a  “‘Republican’  candidate 
who’s  a  queer,  pro-choice  AIDS  activist.” 

Michael  said  if  he  receives  1 5  percent  of 
the  vote,  he  will  be  alloted  delegates  to  the 
Republcan  National  Convention  to  be  held  in 
Houston  in  August.  “The  Republicans  will 
have  no  choice  but  to  let  us  into  the  conven¬ 
tion  if  we  have  delegates.  That’s  when  the 
real  fun  begins,”  he  said. 

Michael  and  other  members  of  the  ACT 
UP  Presidential  Project  have  followed  both 
Republican  and  Democratic  candidates  on 
the  campaign  trail  through  several  states, 
often  using  confrontational  tactics  to  make 
gayAesbian  rights  and  AIDS  campaign 
issues.  Fifty-five  members  of  ACT  UP  were 
arrested  in  New  York  April  6,  the  day  before 
that  state’s  primary,  in  a  massive  demonstra¬ 
tion  intend^  to  force  candidates  to  address 
the  issue  of  AIDS.

Queer  street 
patrol  hits  Boston 

BOSTON — A  queer  street  patrol  hit  the 
streets  of  Boston  April  5  in  an  effort  to  pre¬ 
vent  bashings  and  other  hate  crimes.  Having 
undergone  intensive  martial  arts  training  by 
members  of  the  local  Guardian  Angels  chap¬ 
ter,  the  Pynk  PanthCTS  of  Greater  Boston  said 
they  will  be  “making  the  streets  safe  for 
queers  and  unsafe  for  bashers.” 

“Queers  are  sick  of  the  violence  and  are 
now  doing  something  about  it,”  said  Dani 
Mavronicles,  a  member  of  the  group,  in  a 
statement.  “We  will  no  longer  sit  back.  We 
will  fight  back.”  The  group  patrols  the 
Lansdowne  St.  area  on  Sunday  night,  when 
several  area  bars  have  gay  ni^ts,  and  will 
soon  spend  Saturday  nights  in  Central 
Square  in  Cambridge,  where  a  gay  bar  and  a 
le^ian  bar  are  located. 

The  Panthers  said  they  plan  to  patrol  the 
streets,  escort  people  to  their  cars  after  clubs 
close,  offer  sliding-scale  defense  classes  and 
distribute  whistles  and  safe-sex  materials. 
Similar  patrol  groups  are  located  in  other 
cities,  including  San  Francisco,  Houston, 
Seattle  and  New  York.

Iowa,  Vt.  senates 
okay  gay  rights 

DES  MOINES — The  Iowa  State  Senate 
passed  a  gayfiesbian  rights  bill  last  month, 
sliding  it  to  the  house  by  a  vote  of  28-21. 
The  House  passed  a  similar  bill  two  years 
ago,  but  it  died  in  the  senate,  according  to 
the  San  Francisco  Sentinel. 

The  bill,  which  would  prohibit  discrimina¬ 
tion  on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation  in 
employment,  housing,  education,  credit  and 
public  accomodations,  would  exempt  reli¬ 
gious  institutions.  An  amendment  that  would 
have  exempted  schools  was  rejected.  Iowa’s 
Republican  Gov.  Terry  Branstad  has 
expressed  opposition  to  the  measure.  The 
Vermont  State  Senate  also  passed  a  gayAes- 
bian  rights  measure  late  last  month.

Farmer  witness 
admits  perjury 

SEATTLE — A  man  who  received  an 
unprecedented  seven-and-a-half  year  prison 
sentence  for  photographing  a  16-year-old 
male  prostitute — a  soitence  that  was  handed 
down  after  he  was  forced  to  undergo  an  HIV 
antibody  test — is  petitioning  the  Washington 
state  Suprane  Court  to  reconsider  his  case  in 
light  of  an  admission  of  perjury  by  a  prose¬ 
cution  witness,  the  Seattle  Gay  News  report¬ 
ed. 

Sleven  Farmer  was  given  the  harsh  s«i- 
tence  last  summer  after  two  witnesses  staled 
during  the  soitencing  procedure  that  he  had 
told  them  he  knew  he  was  HIV-positive 
when  he  solicited  the  prostitute.  Farmer  then 
became  the  first  poson  in  the  state  to  be

forced  to  take  an  HTV  antibody  test,  to  which 
he  tested  positive.  (See  GCN,  Vol.  18,  No. 

32  and  Vol.  19,  No.  19.) 

Steven  Katz,  one  of  the  wimesses  who 
said  Farmer  told  him  he  knew  he  was  HIV- 
positive  in  the  early  1980s — before  the  HFV 
antibody  test  became  available — filed  an 
affidavit  January  21  stating  that  he  lied  dur¬ 
ing  his  testimony  because  he  was  infatuated 
with  a  member  of  the  prosecutor’s  office, 
Michael  Hogan.  Farmer’s  attorney  has  asked 
the  Supreme  Court  to  reconsider  Farmer’s 
case  for  several  reasons,  including  Katz’s 
testimony.  The  court  had  earlier  found  that 
Farmer  had  been  illegally  forced  into  the 
HIV  test  but  upheld  the  sentence  based  on 
the  test. 

A  member  of  the  prosecutor’s  office  stated 
that  Katz’s  recantation  was  irrelevant 
because  his  testimony  was  not  dir^tly  relat¬ 
ed  to  the  outcome  of  the  Farmer  case.

The  strange  case  of 
Uncle  Eddie 

Activists  claim  Philadelphia  District  Attorney  violated  the  HIV 
cor^dentiality  rights  of  an  alleged  patron  of  male  prostitutes, 
and  charge  the  national  media  promoted  hysteria 


WASHINGTON — Lesbian  and  gay  activists  helped  open  and  close  the  historic  pro- 
choice  “March  for  Women’s  Lives"  here  April  5,  providing  dramatic  testimony  to  both 
movements’  strength,  depth  and  diversity.  Some  69  gay,  lesbian  and  bisexual  groups 
endorsed  the  rally,  one  of  the  largest  turn-outs  in  the  capital  city’s  long  history  of  hosting 
protests.  The  event  boosted  campaigns  to  put  women  and  pro-choice  men  in  elective 
offices  during  a  time  of  several  Supreme  Court  challenges  to  abortion  rights. 

The  next  day,  the  Bush  administration  renewed  its  request  that  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  overturn  RO0  v.  Wade,  the  1973  decision  making  abortion  a  constitutional  right. 
And  the  U.S.  solicitor  general  filed  a  brief  April  6  clarifying  that  states  may  outlaw  abor¬ 
tions. 

"Fundamentally,  the  issue  today  is  not  an  issue  of  choice,”  National  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Task  Force  (NGLTF)  head  Urvashi  Vaid  told  more  than  750,000  gathered  at  the  rally’s 
conclusion.  “It  is  an  issue  of  power."  Earlier,  at  a  step-off  assembly  behind  the  White 
House  on  the  Ellipse,  Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund  (HRCF)  director  Tim  McFeeley 
thanked  feminists  for  supporting  gay  and  lesbian  rights.  'We  understand  that  the  same 
insecure  bullies  who  deny  freedom  and  equality  for  women  also  deny  freedom  and 
equality  for  gay  and  lesbian  Americans,"  he  said.  Besides  NGLTF  and  HRCF,  other 
major  rally  endorsers  included  Lambda  Legal  Defense  and  Education  Fund,  the  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Victory  Fund  and  Physicians  for  Human  Rights. 

Pennsylvania  Ave.  marchers  shouted  “Shame"  as  they  passed  the  White  House,  and 
then  turned  their  anger  on  the  FBI,  which  has  refused  to  prosecute  abortion  clinic  har- 
rassers,  and  the  Justice  Department,  which  will  argue  Planned  Parenthood  of 
Southeastern  Pennsylvania  v.  Casey  April  22  in  the  high  court. 

Vaid  blasted  the  Bush  administration  for  gagging  doctors  from  discussing  abortion 
and  “gagging  doctors  trying  to  do  AIDS  research  by  not  giving  them  enough  money  to 
conduct  research."  She  also  called  Supreme  Court  justices  “unqualified,  sexist  hench¬ 
men  of  the  new  world  order." 

The  pro-choice  protest  was  coordinated  by  the  National  Organization  for  Women, 
whose  new  bisexual  president  Patricia  Ireland  noted  the  challenges  facing  those  who 
fight  for  personal  liberties.  “All  of  us,"  she  told  GCN,  “starxi  together  for  reproductive 
choice  in  the  greater  context  of  freedom  and  self-determination,  of  keeping  government 
out  of  our  bedrooms  and  the  most  intimate  areas  of  our  lives.” 

Singer  Holly  Near  noted  that  "it’s  tiresome  to  work  to  confront  racism,  sexism,  homo¬ 
phobia.  But  it’s  times  like  this  when  we  can  look  around  and  know  that  we're  not  alone."

Activists  demand 
PWA  prisoner  rights

PHILADELPHIA — On  Friday,  March  27, 
Philadelphia  District  Attorney  Lynne 
Abraham,  in  conjunction  with  the  Health 
D^artment,  caUed  a  press  conference  to 
announce  the  arrest  of  a  Cento-  Qty  man 
with  AIDS  who  “may  have  been  engaged  for 
sevoal  years  in  both  oral  and  anal  sexual 
contact  with  as  many  as  sevoal  hundred 
young  males.” 

The  man’s  name  was  not  mentioned  in  the 
press  conference,  but  the  D.A.’s  office  lato 
leaked  idottifying  information  about  him  and 
the  Sex  Crimes  Unit  of  the  Police 
Department  released  pictures  taken  while  he 
was  in  custody.  These  actions  which  led 
activists  to  question  the  city’s  commitment  to 
upholding  the  HTV-related  confidentiality 
rights  of  people  accused  of  sex  crimes. 

Edward  Savitz,  an  insurance  actuary, 
known  as  “Uncle  Eddie,”  was  featured 
prominently  for  the  next  two  weeks  in  local 
and  nationd  news  media  as  a  fetishist  and 
pedophile,  obsessed  with  soiled  underwear 
and  feces,  who  was  callously  exposing  young 
innocent  men  to  HTV. 

AIDS  advocates  maintain  the  number  of 
young  men  and  boys  involved  have  been 
contradicted,  retracted  and  repeated,  and  that 
words  like  “contact”  have  been  tossed 
around  undefined,  often  making  it  seem  as  if 
one  can  contract  AIDS  by  selling  one’s 
imderwear  to  an  HTV  positive  individual. 
Advocates  claim  that  the  vast  majority  of 
Savitz’s  contacts  did  not  involve  sexual  acts, 
that  most  of  the  youths  with  whom  he  was 
involved  were  above  the  age  of  consent  and 
woe  engaged  as  sex  workers,  and  that  he 
was  probably  a  passive  recipient  of  anal 
intercourse  and  an  active  participant  in  oral 
intercourse — two  activities  with  a  compara¬ 
tively  low  risk  of  HIV  transmission. 

Critics  of  the  media  and  district  attorney’s 
office  include  the  directors  of  several  AIDS 
service  organizations,  the  director  of  the 
Philadelphia  Lesbian  and  Gay  Task  Force 
and  monbers  of  ACT  UP/Philadelphia.  Nan 
Feyler,  an  attorney  with  the  AIDS  L^aw 
Project  of  Permsylvania,  stated,  “This  is  the 
worst  way  that  [the  Savitz  case]  could  have 
been  handled.  It’s  a  climate  of  total  chaos 
that  makes  it  look  like  we  don’t  even  know 
how  [AIDS]  is  transmitted.  It  should  have 
been  sqrproached  from  the  standpoint  of 
knowledge,  with  facts,  with  calm.” 

Confidentiality  violated? 

Feyler  and  others  fear  the  district  attor¬ 
ney’s  and  the  media’s  treatment  imdeimine 
confldoitiality  legislation  such  as  Act  148, 
the  state  AIDS/Confidentiality  of  HIV-relat¬ 
ed  Information  AcL  enacted  in  March  of  last 
year.  That  law  bans  non-consensual  HTV  test¬ 
ing  and  prohibits  medical  or  social  service 
persormel  from  releasing  information  on 
clients’  HIV  status  without  informed,  written 
consent. 

According  to  Savitz’s  lawyer,  Bamaby 
Wittels,  Savitz  signed  a  consent  form  autho¬ 
rizing  the  DA’s  office  to  release  his  descrip¬ 
tion  to  the  media  in  order  to  alert  past  con¬ 
tacts  of  a  potential  health  risk.  Savitz  was  to 
be  identified  only  as  a  white,  HTV  positive 
Colter  City  man  in  his  fifties  who  was 
known  as  “Fast  Eddie”  or  “Uncle  Eddie.” 

However,  Witlels  charges  that  District 
Attorney  Lyime  Abraham  released  to  the 
media  a  list  of  charges  and  the  bail  amount, 
which  enabled  media  represenutives  to 
quickly  identify  the  defendant  by  name. 
While  the  district  attorney  did  not  violate  the 
confidentiality  law  per  se,  “the  DA’s  office 
got  one  over  on  us,”  as  Wittels  said.  “And  by 
virtue  of  Savitz  being  HTV  positive,  he’s 
being  treated  like  Typhoid  Mary.” 

The  city  levied  a  $10  million  bail,  claim¬ 
ing  Savitz  posed  a  public  health  risk.  A  bail 
official  raised  the  amount  to  $20  million,  but 
then  agreed  to  reduce  it  to  $4  mUlion,  with 
the  provision  that  Savitz  be  kept  in  a  mental 
health  facility.  Wittels  claims  that  the  amount 
violates  Savitz’s  constitutional  right  to  an 
appropriate  bail  amount. 

“Arrests  like  this  are  made  all  the  time,  but 
they  don’t  make  the  news,”  Wittels  said.  “It’s 
the  twin  elements  of  homophbia  and  AIDS 
phobia  that  have  made  this  such  a  big  deal.” 
Wittels  added  that  a  fair  trial  may  be  impos¬ 
sible  at  this  point. 

Scott  Burris  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  decried  that  private  sexual 
activity  would  become  a  matter  of  commen¬ 
tary  by  criminal  investigators  and  prosecu¬ 
tors.  “It  would  have  been  vCTy  difficult  to 
keep  his  HIV  sutus  secret  under  these  cir- 
cumstatKes,”  Burris  said.  “This  case 
appealed  to  the  gossip  in  everyone.  And  a  lot 
of  the  [Kttential  jury  pool  are  probably 
appalled  by  all  the  details  that  were  in  the 


media.” 

D.A.  criticized 

Advocates  for  people  with  AIDS  said  that 
Abraham  failed  to  consult  any  of  the  AIDS 
service  organizations  before  holding  the 
March  27  press  conference. 

“There  are  tried  and  true  ways  of  tracking 
down  people  who  are  possibly  infected,” 
David  Fair,  executive  director  of  We  The 
People  with  AIDS/HTV,  said.  “A  press  con¬ 
ference  is  a  particularly  egregious  form  of 
contact  tracing.” 

Abraham  defended  her  handling  of  the 
case,  saying  she  is  surprised  at  the  media 
ffaizy  that  has  taken  place.  On  ABC’s 
NigfuUne,  she  told  Ted  Koppel  that  the  story 
wasli  local  one  and  that  “we  have  been  try¬ 
ing  to  play  this  very  low  key.”  But  Harvard 
University  law  professor  Larry  Gostin,  who 
appeared  on  the  same  show,  called  Abraham 
naive. 

Dominic  Bash,  a  member  of  the  We  The 
People  with  AIDS/HTV  and  ACT 
UP/Philadelphia,  believes  Abraham  should 
resign  or  be  fired  by  the  mayor.  “Who  is  the 
victim  here?”  he  asked. 

Rita  Addessa,  executive  director  of  the 
Philadelphia  Lesbian  and  Gay  Task  Force 
added,  “The  district  attorney  and  the  health 
commissioner  have  to  be  held  accountable 
for  their...  bigotry,  for...  constructing  public 
hysteria  without  forethought  and  with  utter 
disregard  for  the  impact  on  the  communities 
of  people  with  AIDS  and,  by  default,  the  gay 
and  lesbian  communities.” 

ACT  UP/Philadelphia  has  also  targeted 
Abraham  for  sensationalizing  the  sotry.  At  a 
demonstration  in  fomt  of  Abraham’s  office, 
where  she  was  pelted  with  condoms  by  ACT 
UP  members,  ACT  UP  member  Scott  Tucker 
accused  Abraham  of  “playing  politics  with 
an  ^idanic.” 

Eh.  Marla  Gold,  an  open  lesbian  who  is  the 
Assistant  Commissioner  for  Infectious 
Diseases  at  the  city  Health  DeparttmenL  said 
she  does  not  fault  Abraham,  but  is  concerned 
that  “the  real  issue...  education”  for  young 
people  was  ignored. 

Sex  workers? 

“We  should  stop  talking  about  minors  and 
start  talking  about  teens  and  sex,”  advocated 
Scott  Tucker.  “These  kids  were  very  savvy  as 
sex  workers.  We’re  not  being  honest  about 
the  class  thing  here — working  class  boys 
going  for  easy  money,”  he  noted. 

ACT  UP’s  Lois  Lax  added,  “If  it  was 
young  women  [involved],  they  would  have 
been  called  prostitutes  and  arrested.  These 
boys  were  sex  workers.  They  may  not  all 
have  been  ‘professional’  but  the  fact  is  that 
they  exchanged  sex  for  money.” 

M«dia  complicity 

Activists  are  critical  of  the  media’s  por¬ 
trayal,  including  of  one  television  news 
anchor  who  joked  about  Savitz’s  toupee 
being  askew,  which  activists  attribute  to  the 
weight  loss  many  people  with  AIDS  experi¬ 
ence. 

An  April  2  story  in  the  Philadelphia  Daily 
News  reports,  “Savitz’s  legacy...  will  linger 
as  a  generation  of  boys  grown  old,  ciusing 
some  with  failed  marriages,  stunted  ono- 
tions,  uncontrolled  anger  and  unresolved 
shame,  according  to  experts.” 

When  David  Fair  asked  one  television 
news  station  not  to  annoimce  the  We  The 
People’s  meeting  place  in  a  report  on  a  bomb 
threat  received  after  Savitz’s  arrest,  the  su- 
ti<Hi  disregarded  Fair’s  request  and  aired  a 
picture  of  the  We  The  Pcc^le  building.  Fair 
said  the  media’s  handling  of  the  Savitz  case 
has  shown  “no  sensitivity  for  the  scapegoat¬ 
ing  of  a  particulariy  powerless  segment  of 
the  pqjulation.” 

iWker  expressed  cynicism  that  the  media 
printed  Abraham’s  aimouncement  uncritical¬ 
ly.  “The  media  won’t  bite  the  harxl  that  feeds 
them.  To  expose  Abraham  is  to  expose  them¬ 
selves.  The  media  treats  the  D.A.  like  royalty 
to  get  the  [rfiotos  of  bags  of  dirty  underwear,” 
he  said. 

Roben  Bray  of  the  National  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Task  Force  compared  the  media  cov¬ 
erage  of  Savitz  to  that  of  Jeffiey  Dahmn. 
“The  Milwaukee  story’s  spin  had  been 
‘hranosexual  overkill,’  and  ‘gay  murder  fren¬ 
zy,’”  Bray  said.  “With  Savitz,  it’s  ‘AIDS 
equals  homosexual  equals  child  molester 
equals  AIDS  spreader.’” 

The  ACLU’s  Feylw  said  the  overriding 
message  of  the  media’s  portryal  is  that  “to 
have  HIV  makes  you  a  criminal.”  She  fears 
the  media  coverage  implies  that  “transmis¬ 
sion  [is]  the  basis  of  prosecution.” 

“’V^ere  is  the  notion  of  innocoice  until 
proven  guilty?”  Feyler  asked.  □

HIV-positive  prisoners  was  another  major 
problem  at  Vacaville,  adding  that  he  felt  stxch 
segregation  was  used  to  discourage  prisoners 
from  testing  for  the  virus.  “Segregation  is 
used  by  the  CDoC  as  a  weapon  and  a  punish¬ 
ment,”  he  said.  “If  people  were  allow^  to 
test  and  be  treated  and  remain  in  population, 

I  believe  that  the  CDoC  could  never  possibly 
afford  to  treat — either  in  man-hours  or  drug 
costs — the  number  of  persons  currently  in 
the  system  who  are  HIV-positive.”  He  esti¬ 
mated  that  33  to  40  percent  of  Vacaville  pris¬ 
oners  are  HIV-positive. 

The  push  by  activists  to  demand  AIDS 
prevention  programs  that  include  condom 
distribution  was  cited  by  Haggerty  as  an 
important  but  “uphill”  battle.  “There  is  a 
black  market  in  condoms  here  now,  it  is  red 
hot.”  he  said.  “So  people  know  and  want  to 
use  them....  Possession  of  them  is  cause  for 
serious  write-up  and  a  loss  of  up  to  six 
months  of  time.”  He  said  lack  of  clean  nee¬ 
dles  for  TV  drug  use  was  also  a  serious  prob¬ 
lem. 

Progress  in  Wisconsin 

Prison  AIDS  activists  in  other  states  have 
made  demands  similar  to  those  put  forth  by 
the  California  group,  and  many  have  been 
successful.  In  Wisconsin,  intense  ACT  UP 
demonstrations  last  summer  led  to  negotia¬ 
tions  between  AIDS  activists — who  demand¬ 
ed  the  state  Departmrat  of  Corrections 
(DOC)  implement  several  recoitunendations 
of  the  governor’s  task  force  on  AIDS  preven¬ 
tion — and  prison  authorities  (see  GCN,  Vol. 
19,  No.  1  and  No.  9). 

The  talks,  which  took  place  over  the  last 
four  to  five  months,  have  yielded  several  suc¬ 
cesses  for  activists,  according  to  Doug 
Nelson,  director  of  the  Milwaukee  AIDS 
Project.  The  DOC  has  agreed  to  eliminate 
many  practices  that  violate  the  confidentiali¬ 
ty  of  prisoners  with  HIV,  he  said.  Among  the 
procedures  that  will  end  are  the  practice  of 
marking  idoitification  cards  with  a  code  that 
stands  for  “blood-bom  illness,”  single-celling 
and  imposing  work  restrictions. 

In  addition,  the  DOC  is  due  to  implement 


mandatory  armual  HTV  education  for  inmates 
and  staff,  and  activists  are  reviewing  the 
materials  to  ensure  they  are  accurate  and  pro¬ 
gressive.  A  confidentidity  procedure  and 
educational  programs  are  due  to  be  imple¬ 
mented  by  July  1,  Nelson  said.  He  added  that 
several  other  issues  are  being  discussed, 
including  condom  distribution  and  compas¬ 
sionate  release. 

“I  feel  we’ve  made  unexpected  progress, 
and  I  feel  it  is  because  of  the  political 
activism  here  that  was  quite  intense,”  Nelson 
told  GCN,  citing  specifically  the  work  of 
ACT  UP. 

Problems  nationwide 

“ACT  UP  has  been  really  good  in  terms  of 
supporting  [prisoners  with  AIDS]  and  raising 
consciousness,”  according  to  Jackie  Walker, 
AIDS  Information  Coordinator  for  the 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union’s  Prisoner 
Project.  She  noted  that  although  ACT  UP 
chapters — and  other  AIDS  groups — around 
the  country  are  increasing  their  prison  focus, 
there  is  no  organized  nationwide  movement 
of  prison  AIDS  activism. 

Walker  cited  the  city  and  state  of  New 
York  for  relatively  progressive  prison  AIDS 
policies,  such  as  a  compassionate  release  pro¬ 
gram  that  has  allowed  for  the  release  of  more 
than  100  PWAs  and  a  prison  condom  distri¬ 
bution  program.  She  noted,  however,  that 
even  prisoners  there  are  encountering  resis¬ 
tance  to  peer-led  AIDS  education  programs. 
“Some  of  the  most  effective  programs  have 
been  prisoner-run  AIDS  education  efforts,” 
Walker  contended. 

In  addition  to  New  York  City,  a  few  states 
and  municipalities  have  condom  distribution 
programs  in  prisons,  including  San 
Francisco,  VermonL  Mississippi  and 
Philadelphia.  “What  needs  to  happen  is  a 
nationwide  plan,”  Walker  said,  adding  that 
compassionate  release  is  given  to  prisoners  in 
some  states  on  an  arbitrary  basis.  Walker 
noted  that  legislation  to  implement  a  compas¬ 
sionate  release  prrogram  in  Washington  D.C. 
jails  is  currently  being  discussed.  “There  are 
four  [AIDS-related]  deaths  per  week  in  D.C. 
jails,”  she  said.

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Interesting  for  what 
it  did  not  contain 

DcziGCN: 

Came  Wofford’s  article  about  some  of  the 
gay  press’  use  of  the  Associated  Press  wire 
service  [March  22- April  4, 1992]  was  inter¬ 
esting  not  so  much  for  what  it  contained,  but 
for  what  it  did  not  contain. 

One  of  the  points  of  the  article  is  that  gay 
and  lesbian  reporters  are  being  slighted  by 
some  editors  in  favor  of  the  largely  non-gay 
AP.  But  I  specifically  told  Wofford  the  fol¬ 
lowing  with  regard  to  the  two  reporters — Cliff 
O’Neill  and  Rex  Wockner — she  asked  me 
about: 

When  there  is  a  story  that  comes  out  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  that  has  been  covered  by 
both  O’Neill  and  the  AP,  I  choose  O’Neill. 

This  is  not  because  of  some  sense  of  charity 
toward  him  as  a  gay  man,  howevCT,  but  rather 
it  is  because  his  articles  are  generally  better 
written  than  those  of  the  D.C.  bureau  of  the 
AP.  (Although  I  do  have  a  sense  of  loyalty 
tow^  O’Ndll.) 

Strangely,  Wofford’s  article  did  not  mention 
this  fact. 

I  spoke  with  O’Neill  after  Wofford’s  article 
appeared,  and  in  his  tape  recorded  transcript 
of  Wofford’s  interview  of  him  he  mentions 
Bay  Windows  by  name  as  a  newspaper  that 
does  a  good  job  of  balancing  the  work  of  gay 
writers  and  the  AP. 

Strangely,  Wofford’s  article  does  not  men¬ 
tion  this  fact. 

I  also  told  Wofford  very  clearly  with  regard 
to  Wockner  that  we  slopped  regularly  using 
his  articles  long  before  we  subscribe  to  the 
AP. 

Strangely,  she  failed  to  mention  this  fact. 

Or,  perhaps  it’s  not  so  imexplainable  that 
these  items  were  not  mention^.  After  all, 
they  would  not  have  fit  into  Wofford’s  sean- 
ingly  forgone  “analysis”  of  how  badly  a 
newspaper  she  dislikes  treats  its  reporters.

Amplifying 
comments  about  AP 

DearGCN: 

I’d  like  to  amplify  just  a  bit  on  the  events 
that  followed  my  criticism  of  The  Weekly 
News'  use  of  a  grossly  inaccurate  Associated 
Press  story  about  gay  and  lesbian  protests  in 
California,  as  described  in  Carrie  Wofford’s 
news  analysis  piece  [March  22-April  4, 

1992]. 

The  first  thing  I  want  to  stress  is  that  TWN 
editor  Jay  Vail  reacted  with  professionalism 
and  real  concern  when  the  errors  in  the  story 
were  pointed  out  to  him.  The  paper  published 
my  brutally  blunt  criticisms  in  full — not  as  a 
letter  to  the  editor  but  in  the  much  more 
prominent  “Sound  Off’  guest  commentary 
spot.  In  addition.  Jay  called  me  to  emphasize 
that  he  would  always  rather  have  a  story  from 
a  gay  or  lesbian  reporter  than  one  from  AP.  I 
gave  him  the  name  of  another  L.A.-based 
queer  reporter  who  I  thought  could  supply 
him  with  stories  on  southern  California  events 
that  I  wasn’t  able  to  cover,  and  TWN  has  run 
several  of  that  reporter’s  stories  since  then. 

Jay  and  his  staff  are  serious  about  the  job  they 
do. 

Unfortunately,  the  encounter  I  had  with 
Philadelphia  Gay  News  and  its  new  editor 
John  Mandes  at  about  the  same  time  was  less 
encouraging.  Having  contributed  a  number  of 
articles  to  PGN  while  Tommi  Avicolli  Mecca 
was  editor,  I  called  Mandes  one  day  last  fall 
to  ask  if  he  was  interested  in  a  story  about  an 
event  happening  in  Los  Angeles.  He  told  me 
that  he  would  never  assign  stories  to  free¬ 
lancers,  because  he  could  get  them  from  AP 
more  cheaply  and  with  better  quality.  If  I 
planned  on  writing  it  anyway,  I  was  welcome 
to  submit  the  story:  He  might  use  it  if  he  liked 
it  better  than  the  AP  version.  I  suggested  that 
if  every  lesbian/gay  paper  adopted  his  attitude 
all  queer  freelancers  would  be  out  of  business, 
but  he  was  unmoved. 

I  didn’t  pursue  the  matter  until  a  few  weeks 
later,  when  I  wrote  to  TWN  about  their  AP 
story  described  above.  In  hopes  of  reopening 
a  dialogue  with  Mandes,  I  sent  him  copies  of 
both  the  AP  story  and  my  comments  about  it. 

I  really  thought  I  would  get  some  sort  of 
reply,  if  only  a  scrawled  note  telling  me  to  go 
to  hell.  I  didn’t,  and — more 
importantly — PGN's  wholesale  use  of  AP 
copy  continues.  How  sad. 

One  final  note:  Phill  Wilson,  quoted  in 
Wofford’s  piece,  is  AIDS  coordinator  for  the 
city  of  Los  Angeles,  not  the  county  as  the  arti¬ 
cle  indicates.  A  fairly  small  detail,  certainly, 
but  also  a  reminds  that  if  we’re  going  to 
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question  the  accuracy  of  the  mainstream 
media  we’d  better  have  our  act  together.

Lesbians  for  Justice  is  a  group  of  lesbians 
and  allies  who,  recognizing  that  all  forms  of 
oppression  are  inter-related,  are  committed 
to  working  toward  the  elimination  of  aU 
forms  of  oppression.  As  such,  we  would  like 
to  express  our  dis^roval  of  the  expulsion 
of  Nancy  Jean  Burkholdw  from  the  16th 
Annual  Michigan  Womyn’s  Music  Festival 
in  August  of  1991,  as  well  as  the  maimer  in 
which  it  was  conducted,  and  the  manner  in 
which  you  have  failed  to  adequately  respond 
to  the  issues  raised  by  the  incident.  It  is  also 
our  intention  to  express  our  disapproval  of 
your  policy  of  excluding  post-operative 
male-to-female  transsexuals  from  attendance 
at  this  festival,  as  well  as  the  absence  of  ade¬ 
quate  due  process  available  to  all  women  in 
attendance  at  the  festival  in  any  potoitial  dis¬ 
pute  regarding  festival  policy.  We  feel  that 
the  action  taken  against  Ms.  Burkholder  was 
arbitraiy,  unethical  and  anti-feminist  in 
nature,  particularly  since  this  exclusionary 
policy  was  not  explicitly  stated  in  your  festi¬ 
val  literature.  However,  it  is  also  our  position 
that  the  issue  in  this  situation  is  not  merely 
whether  or  nor  such  exclusionary  policy  was 
explicitly  stated,  but  that  such  a  policy  lacks 
suMcient  justification,  and  that  there  is  sim¬ 
ply  no  rational  basis  for  the  existence  of  this 
policy. 

We  feel  that  the  exclusion  of  post-opera¬ 
tive  male-to-female  transsexuals  from  the 
Michigan  Womyn’s  Music  Festival  not  only 
lacks  justification,  but  it  is  likewise  contrary 
to  expressed  ideals  of  tolerance  and  respect 
for  diversity,  concan  for  the  safety  of  atten¬ 
dees,  universal  sisterhood,  and  feminist  val¬ 
ues  which  you  claim  the  festival  is  intended 
to  represent,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1. )  It  is  impossible  to  enforce  this  policy  in 
a  fair  and  equitable  maimer,  as  decisions  as 
to  who  is  and  who  is  not  a  transsexual  ulti¬ 
mately  must  rely  on  the  discretion  of  security 
staff,  thus  also  dueatens  the  safety  and  secu¬ 
rity  of  women  of  ambiguous  gender  appear¬ 
ance  who  are  not  transsexuals. 

2. )  Such  exclusionary  policy  is  necessarily 
elitist  in  nature  in  that  it  excludes  some 
women  while  claiming  to  be  a  festival  for  all 
women. 

3. )  Such  exclusionary  policy,  as  well  as 
the  maimer  in  which  it  was  enforced,  are 
reminiscent  of  exclusionary  laws,  customs, 
policies  and  practices  based  on  concepts 
rooted  in  the  patriarchal  values  of  racism, 
sexism  and  heterosexism. 

4. )  Such  exclusionary  policy  reflects  patri¬ 
archal  attitudes  and  values  based  on  assump¬ 
tions  of  biological  determinism,  which  have 
been  used  to  oppress  women,  gay  men  and 
lesbians  for  centuries  and  is  therefore  inher¬ 
ently  anti-feminist  in  nature. 

5. )  Such  exclusionary  policy  exists  to 
address  concerns  based  in  ignorance  and  big¬ 
otry  held  by  a  very  small  minority  within  the 
lesbian  conmiunity,  and  does  not  reflect  the 
feelings  and  opinions  of  the  vast  majority  of 
the  lesbian  community,  without  whom  the 
existence  of  the  Michigan  Womyn’s  Music 
Festival  would  not  be  possible. 

6. )  Transsexuals  have  attended  the  festival 
undetected  for  many  years  without  causing 
any  disruption  or  threat  to  the  safety  or  secu¬ 
rity  of  any  women  in  attendance  at  the  festi¬ 
val. 

7. )  Transsexuals  have  been  no  less  victim¬ 
ized  and  persecuted  by  patriarchal  society 
than  have  been  women  in  general,  and  in 
most  cases  have  been  so  to  an  even  greater 
degree. 

8. )  Such  exclusionary  policy  unduly  and 
unfairly  stigmatizes  and  marginalizes  trans¬ 
sexuals,  many  of  whom  are  actively  involved 
in,  and  making  valuable  contributions  to 
their  respective  lesbian  and  feminist  commu¬ 
nities,  in  which  they  are  generally  over¬ 
whelmingly  accept^. 

9. )  Any  objective  criterion  utilized  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  between  post-operative  transsexual 
women  and  non-transsexual  women  other 
than  comparison  of  their  resjrective  medical 
histories  would  necessarily  exclude  some 
non -transsexual  women  and/or  include  some 
transsexual  women.  This  demonstrates  that 
there  is  no  real  substantive  difference 
between  the  two  groups  according  to  any  rel¬ 
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evant  criteria,  thus  such  exclusionary  policy 
is  necessarily  arbitrary  in  nature. 

10.)  Festival  organizers  have  demonstrated 
an  unwillingness  to  engage  in  open  and  hon¬ 
est  debate  regarding  the  issue  of  transsexual 
exclusion. 

In  recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  margni- 
nalization  and  ostracization  of  transsexual 
women  provides  a  mirror  in  which  the 
oppressive  elements  of  the  feminist  and  les¬ 
bian  communities  can  see  how  they  perpe¬ 
trate  some  of  the  very  social  evils  and  stereo¬ 
types  they  fight  against  in  the  dominant  cul¬ 
ture,  Lesbians  for  Justice  therefore  appeals  to 
the  organizers  of  the  Michigan  Womyn’s 
Music  Festival  to  nullify  its  “womyn-bom- 
womyn  only”  policy,  and  to  allow  the  atten¬ 
dance  of  post-operative  male-to-female 
transsexuds  at  all  future  festivals. 

In  addition,  Lesbians  for  Justice  is  very 
concerned  regarding  the  lack  of  due  process 
available  to  all  festival  participants,  as  this  is 
a  matter  which  transcends  the  issue  of  trans¬ 
sexual  exclusion,  and  represents  a  threat  to 
the  safety,  security  and  dignity  of  all  women 
in  attendance  at  the  festival.  We  therefore 
appeal  to  festival  organizers  to  establish  pro- 
c^ures  to  ensure  adequate  due  process  for 
all  women  in  attoidance  at  the  festival  in  a 
fair  and  democratic  maimer,  addressing  not 
merely  the  opinions  and  feelings  of  festival 
organizers,  but  likewise  addressing  the  con¬ 
cerns  of  festival  participants. 

Please  also  find  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  reso¬ 
lution  condemning  discrimination  against 
and  exclusion  of  post-operative  traitssexuals 
within  the  gay  and  lesbian  community, 
which  Lesbians  for  Justice  has  aidorsed.

Edward  II 

Continued  from  backpage 
Shakespeare’s  The  Tempest  was  clearly  a 
meditation  on  corruption  of  the  state.  Jubilee 
was  a  look  at  London’s  punk  scene  and  it 
was  in  that  film  that  Jarman’s  anti- 
Thatcherite  politics  began  to  become  appar¬ 
ent  in  his  work.  Caravaggio  was  an  all  out 
attack  on  the  attempts  by  church  and  state  to 
regulate  sexuality. 

It  was  diuing  this  time  that  Jarman  discov¬ 
ered  he  was  HIV  positive  and  his  next  three 
films — The  Last  of  England,  War  Requiem 
and  The  Garden — were  direct  reflections  of 
this  knowledge.  Alternately  angry  and  pen¬ 
sive,  Jarman  was  continually  refining  his 
vision  of  what  it  means  to  be  a  gay  man  liv¬ 
ing  with  HTV  in  a  blatantly  homophobic  cul¬ 
ture.  Part  of  Edward  //’s  power,  part  of  its 
rage  and  its  intense  feeling,  comes  from  its 
director’s  heightened  political  perceptions 
that  have  grown  out  of  a  radicalism  prompt¬ 
ed  by  AIDS.  There  is  a  character  in  Joe 
Orton’s  Head  to  Toe  who  prays,  “Cleanse 
my  heart,  give  me  the  ability  to  rage  correct¬ 
ly.”  Derek  Jarman  has  pray^  and  his  prayers 
have  been  answered. 

For  Jarman,  the  homophobia  that  Edward 
and  Piers  face  in  Edward  II  is  part  of  a  his¬ 
torical  continuum  in  which  leaders  of  both 
church  and  state  have  persecuted  gay  men 
and  lesbians  for  centuries.  But  Jarman  is  not, 
for  the  most  part,  interested  in  simple,  posi¬ 
tive  gay  characterizations  and  it  would  be  a 
mistake  to  read  Edward  II  as  a  simplistic  tale 
of  victimization.  Jarman  is  fully  aware  of  the 
power  dynamics  that  exist  in  his  story  and 
both  Edward  and  Gaveston  are  painted  as 
rather  ineffectual  and  supercilious  queens 
whose  own  personal  pleasure  comes  before 
basic  survival  skills.  When  Isabella  and 
Mortimer  complain  that  Edward  is  not  ruling 
England  well,  we  find  it  hard  to  disagree 
with  them.  What  makes  Edward  II  so  com¬ 
pelling  is  that  Jarman  is  willing  to  balance 
his  analysis  of  homophobia  against  other 
political  agendas  in  an  almost  perversely 
measured  way;  it’s  Brechtian  in  its  intent, 
but  more  complicated  and  cunning  in  its 
effect.  This  is  particularly  true  of  Tilda 
Swinton’s  performance  as  Isabella.  At  once 
the  conniving,  material-obsessed  spumed 
wife  and  the  neglected  and  scorned  mar¬ 
riage-mate,  Swinton  manages  to  create  a  real 
person  from  these  two  extremes.  Hateful  and 
hurting,  this  Isabella  is  as  riveting  a  character 
as  Edward  or  Gaveston,  and  her  story  is  as 
politically  vital  as  the  tale  of  the  lovers. 

What  makes  Edward  II  such  a  shockingly 
direct  and  potent  film  is  Jarman’s  insistence 
on  placing  his  own  political  concerns  right  in 
our  faces.  In  the  introduction  to  his  compan¬ 
ion  book  Queer  Edward  II,  Jarman  writes: 
“It  is  difficult  enough  to  be  queer,  but  to  be  a 
queer  in  the  cinema  is  almost  impossible. 
Heterosexuals  have  fucked  up  the  screen  so 
completely  that  there’s  hardly  any  room  for 
us  to  kiss  there.  Marlowe  outs  the  past — ^why 
don’t  we  out  the  present?  That’s  really  the 
only  message  this  play  has.  Fuck  poetry.” 

By  demanding  that  we  think  about  poli¬ 
tics — the  oppression  of  gay  people — in  our 
own  time  as  well  as  throughout  history, 
Jarman  brings  an  added  dimension  to 
Edward  II  that  makes  it  vital  to  our  under¬ 
standing  of  our  history  and  our  lives.  Edward 
II  has  the  boldness  and  the  intellectual  and 
emotional  vigor  we  have  learned  to  expect 
from  Derek  Jarman.  But  what  it  also  has  is 
an  increased,  almost  frenzied  impassioned 
dedication  to  its  vision  that  makes  it  more 
than  memorable,  it  bums  itself  into  our  con¬ 
sciousness.  □

SIOUX  FALLS.  S.D.— Craig  L.  Carver 
died  Jan.  31  at  his  parents’  home  in  Sioux 
Falls,  S.D.,  from  complications  associated 
with  AIDS.  He  was  37,  the  Detroit  News 
reported. 

Mr.  Carver  will  be  remembered  for  the 
hundreds  of  paintings  he  created.  The 
Femdale  artist  also  will  be  remembered  as  a 
good  friend  to  all  he  came  in  contact  with. 

“Craig  was  a  friend  to  artists  all  over  the 
state,”  Barbara  Goldman,  former  director  of 
the  Michigan  Council  for  the  Arts,  told  the 
Detroit  News. 

Mr.  Carver  moved  to  Detroit  in  1980  and 
for  10  years  was  director  of  Artist  Services 
for  the  Michigan  Council  for  the  Arts.  He 
studied  at  St.  George’s  College  in  Jerusalem 
and  was  an  ordained  deacon  in  the 
Metropolitan  Community  Church  of  Detroit. 

After  studying  in  Europe  in  the  mid- 
1970s,  Mr.  Carver  was  a  resident  artist  on 
the  Artrain  tour  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
states  and  Michigan.  He  served  as  regional 
tour  director  for  the  Artrain  tour  of  the  upper 
Midwest  from  1974  to  1976. 

He  studied  at  the  University  of  South 
Dakota,  the  Minneapolis  College  of  Art  and 
Design  and  the  Whitney  Museum 
Independent  Study  Program  in  New  York. 
He  received  the  Ethel  Morrison  Van  Derlip 
Award  for  Excellence  in  Painting  and  was 
awarded  a  1982  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  Fellowship  in  Painting. 

His  work  has  been  exhibited  in  galleries, 
art  centers  and  museums  throughout  the 
Midwest  and  at  the  New  Museum  of 
Contemporary  Art  in  New  York. 

Mr.  CarvCT  is  survived  by  his  parents.  Bill 
and  Charlotte  Carver  of  Sioux  F^s;  a  broth¬ 
er,  David  of  Golden,  Colo.;  and  a  sister, 
Catherine  Carver  Dunn,  of  New  York.

“Some  of  my  happiest  memories  of  the 
Sevoities  and  early  Eighties  are  of  evenings 
I  performed  at  Reno  and  Snafu,”  Eric 
Bratley  wrote  to  GCN.  “An  artist  in  his  own 
right,  Lou  was  the  perfect  host,  and  some¬ 
times  a  surprising  one — as  for  instance  when 
wearing  a  long  dress  and  a  wig  he  did  piano 
accompaniments  for  Ethyl  Eichelberger  just 
before  my  own  act.  For  us,  the  gay  crowd, 
Reno  and  Snafu  were  a  home  from  home.”

Francis 

Giambrone 

BOSTON — Francis  Giambrone  died 
peacefully  at  home  on  Wednesday,  April  8, 
surrounded  by  loving  friends.  He  was  52 
years  old. 

His  practice  in  psychotherapy  spanned  a 
12-year  period,  and  focused  initially  on  gay 
married  men,  many  of  whom  he  helped  to 
make  important  transitions  in  their  lives.  He 
was  honored  by  Gay  Fathers  of  Greater 
Boston  at  a  banquet  last  year  for  his  contri¬ 
butions  to  that  group.  Francis  co-led  the  first 
PWA  support  group  at  AIDS  Action 
Committee  for  several  years.  He  also  woiked 
at  Hospice  West  and  was  a  member  of  the 
vision  group  which  founded  the  Hospice  at 
Mission  Hill. 

In  addition  to  his  many  professional 
accompishments,  Francis  was  an  appreciator 
of  art  and  an  artist  who  expressed  himself 
through  photography,  painting,  theater  and, 
most  recently,  doll-making.  He  derived  his 
greatest  pleasure,  however,  from  his  friends, 
and  he  was  constantly  creating  opportunities 
to  bring  people  together,  whether  for  a  week¬ 
end  at  “Narnia” — his  house  in  Maine — or  at 
an  elaborate  diimer  party  at  home. 

The  common  thr^  which  ran  through  all 
of  Francis’  life  was  his  spiritual  quest.  In 
seeking  his  own  path,  he  investigate  many 
paths.  His  early  studies  for  the  priesthood 
were  followed  by  travels  to  Gre^e,  Israel, 
Nepal  and  India,  wh^e  he  ordained  for  a 
period  as  a  Buddhist  monk.  He  lata-  spent 
two  years  as  resident  manager  of  Insight 
Meditation  Society  in  Barre,  Mass.  His  car¬ 
ing  for  others  was  most  deeply  expressed 
through  his  work  and  his  friendships. 

Francis  is  survived  by  his  parents,  Frank 
and  Catherine  and  his  sister  Carol  of  San 
Luis  Obispo,  Calif.;  his  brother  James  of 


Khatmandu,  Nepal;  his  niece  Julie  and  his 
nephew  Eric. 

The  time  and  place  of  a  memoral  service 
will  be  announc^  at  a  later  date.  A  charita¬ 
ble  fund  is  being  established  in  Francis’ 
name,  and  contributions  in  his  memory  may 
be  sent  to  the  Francis  Giambrone  Fund,  c/o 
Michael  Zucker,  7  Arlington  Street, 
Cambridge,  MA  02140.

David  Kamens 

WASHINGTON — AIDS  educators  and 
activists  mourned  the  passing  of  HIV  lectur¬ 
er  David  Kamens,  who  died  here  Feb.  28  at 
the  age  of  21. 

Despite — or  because  of — his  HIV-positive 
diagnosis  four  years  ago,  the  award  winning 
peer  educator  toured  the  U.S.  to  tell  young 
people  about  the  dangers  of  risky  behavior 
and  advise  adults  on  how  best  to  reach  those 
most  vulnerable. 

“To  see  so  much  talent  cut  off  is  a  very 
special  tragedy,”  said  Jim  Graham,  who 
heads  D.C.’s  Whitman-Walker  Qinic. 

Kamens  assisted  several  AIDS  and  gay 
groups,  including  Whitman-Walker’s  Youth 
Services  Task  Force,  Children’s  Hospital’s 
clinic,  Lifelink’s  board  and  a  metro  area  con¬ 
sortium  promoting  HIV  prevention  among 
kids. 

He  worked  through  the  system  by  lobby¬ 
ing  Congress,  but  also  joined  direct  actions 
here,  including  ACT  UP’s  dramatic  protest 
outside  the  White  Hotise  last  October.  “I'm 
here  to  show  the  country  that  I  don’t  live 
alone,”  he  said  at  the  time.  “Everyone  lives 
with  this  disease,  not  just  activists.” 

Kamens  spoke  at  the  AIDS  Quilt  display 
here  three  years  ago  and  testified  before  the 
National  Commission  on  AIDS  when  it 
explored  young  people’s  exposure  last  year. 
He  will  appear  in  the  second  Red,  Hot  and 
Blue  AIDS  boiefit  video  to  be  released  soon. 

Kamens  also  starred  in  a  cutting-edge 
videotape  that  helps  elementary  school  chil¬ 
dren  and  mentors  learn  about  HIV  through 
rap,  jump  rope  and  go-go  percussions. 

“For  you  guys,  this  is  the  perfect  time  to 
start  protecting  yourselves,  prevailing  AIDS 
and  other  sexu^y  transmitted  diseases,”  he 
said  in  the  video.  Double  Dutch-Double 
Jeopardy. 

Kamens  was  diagnosed  with  HIV  disease 
in  July,  1988,  one  month  after  his  18th  birth¬ 
day.  He  had  just  graduated  from  the  North 
Carolina  School  of  the  Arts. 

Kamens  was  bom  in  Hartford,  Conn,  and 
lived  in  Wheaton,  Md.,  before  his  family 
moved  to  Arlington,  Va.  He  studied  at  the 
Corcoran  Arts  School  here  and  at  the 
Washingotn  School  of  Ballet. 

“He  was  entertaining,  at  times  blunt,  and 
sometimes  in  somber  reflection,”  remem¬ 
bered  Barabara  Powell,  of  the  United  Church 
of  Christ,  through  which  Kamens  led  a 
workshop  for  adolescents  last  July. 

“It  was  refreshing  to  hear  that  AIDS 
doesn’t  have  to  be  something  secret,  or  in  the 
shadows,”  said  Brian  Torres,  a  San  Mateo, 
Calif.,  teen  who  attended  Kamens’s  work¬ 
shop. 

Kamens’s  ashes  were  interred  at  a 
Virginia  cemetery.  Contributions  in  his  name 
may  be  sent  to  Lifelink,  1413  K  St.  NW, 
Washington,  DC  20005.

Daniel  Sotomayer 

CHICAGO — Daniel  Sotomayer  died  qui¬ 
etly  on  Wednesday,  Feb.  5,  after  enduring 
prolonged  complications  due  to  AIDS.  Since 
his  diagnosis  with  AIDS  in  1987,  Daniel 
rose  to  prominence  as  an  AIDS  activist.  In 
addition  to  designing  and  producing  hun¬ 
dreds  of  colorful  and  educational  buttons,  T- 
shirts  and  posters,  Daniel  participated  in  and 
led  many  local  and  national  AIDS  demon¬ 
strations  often  ending  with  his  arrest 

Daniel  became  notorious  for  his  ability  to 
infiltrate  mayoral  press  conferences  and  pub¬ 
licity  fetes  in  order  to  demand  answers  to 
difficult  questions  about  AIDS  issues.  He 
was  critical  of  the  Daley  administration  for 
its  handling  of  the  AIDS  epidemic  in 
Chicago. 

As  the  only  nationally  syndicated  openly 
gay  political  cartoonist,  Daniel  often  turned 
his  wit  and  anger  into  memorable  artistic 
satire  and  pointed  social  commentary.  His 
cartoons  were  regularly  featured  in  San 
Francisco’s  Bay  Area  Reporter,  New  York’s 
OutWeek,  Philadelphia’s  Au  Courant, 
Indianapolis’  Heartland  and  Chicago’s 
Windy  City  Times.  No  subject  matter  was  too 
controversial.  He  was  unreloiting  in  his  criti¬ 
cism  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  for  its 
stands  on  AIDS  education,  gay  civil  rights 
protection  and  reproductive  choice.  His  most 
frequent  target  was  the  Bush  administration 


which  he  cited  for  failure  to  use  the  power  of 
the  presidency  to  build  a  national  consensus 
for  the  compassionate  and  medically  sound 
directives  called  for  by  the  president’s  own 
National  Commission  on  AIDS. 

Daniel  was  recently  chosen  to  receive  the 
1992  Alongi  Award  for  outstanding  achieve¬ 
ment  in  gay  activism  by  Impact,  Chicago’s 
gay  and  lesbian  political  action  committee. 

Daniel  was  a  long-term  AIDS  survivor 
who  lived  his  life  to  “educate  about  AIDS 
with  a  consistency  of  ethic  most  of  us  can 
only  aspire  towards,”  Victor  Salvo  said  of 
Daniel  in  accepting  the  Alongi  Award  on 
Daniel’s  behalf.  Daniel  was  in  a  coma  the 
night  of  the  awards  ceremony,  and  died  three 
days  later. 

He  is  survived  by  his  lover  and  life-long 
partner,  Chicago  playwrite  Scott  McPherson, 
his  best  friend  Lori  Cannon,  his  mother 
Margaret,  sisters  Gloria  and  Grace,  brothers 
John  and  David,  hundreds  of  friend  and 
thousands  of  admirers. 

Daniel  was  buried  at  Rose  Hill  Cemetary. 

A  public  “hero’s  memorial”  took  place 
March  10  with  1000  people  honoring  Daniel.

Michael  Weltmann 

NEW  YORK — Michael  Weltmann,  who 
co-founded  the  International  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Association  committee  of  New  York’s 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Community  Services 
Center  in  1990,  died  Jan.  27  from  AIDS 
complications  at  NYU  Medical  Center  in 
New  York. 

As  male  co-chair  of  the  New  York 
Center’s  ILGA  committee,  Mr.  Weltmann, 
42,  elevated  the  United  States’  involvement 
in  the  international  lesbian  and  gay  human 
rights  movement.  During  his  leadership, 
ILGA  achieved  many  victories. 

Mr.  Weltmann  personally  fought  for  the 
inclusion  of  lesbian  and  gay  voices  in  the 
United  Nations.  Most  significantly,  he  won 
Department  of  Public  Information  status  for 
ILGA  within  the  UN.  He  also  brought  the 
first-ever  openly  gay  delegation  to  the  UN 
on  World  AIDS  Day  1991.  Thanks  to  his 
groundbreaking  work,  ILGA  expects  to  win 
official  Non-Govemmental  Organization  sta¬ 
tus,  such  as  the  Vatican,  the  Palestinian 
Liberation  Organization  and  other  groups 
enjoy. 

In  spite  of  grave  illness,  before  he  died 
Mr.  Weltmann  checked  out  of  NYU  Medical 
Center  (where  he  worked  as  a  registered 
nurse)  to  represent  the  Center  ILGA 
Committee  in  Berlin. 

Mr.  Weltmann  was  buried  in  Trenton, 
N.J.,  near  the  home  of  his  paroits,  Nick  and 
Jennie  Weltmann.  A  memorial  sovice  was 
held  at  the  Caiter  Feb.  13. 

Michael  Wellmann’s  perscvCTance,  accu¬ 
mulated  wisdom,  and  good  humor  will  be 
sorely  missed.

kay,  the  positives: 

•as  Catherine  Trammel,  the 
schlock  novelist/heiress/bad  girl 
who  is  the  lead  suspect  in  a  smes  of  Bay 
Area  ice  pick  murders,  Sharon  Stone  looks 
vaguely  like  Madonna,  and  her  image  fills 
the  screoi  with  searing  regularity  ; 

•dykes,  or  should  I  say  bisexuals,  are  por¬ 
trayed  as  more  beautiful  than  the  average 
girl,  which  in  the  skewed  world  of 
Hollywood  means  that  we  are  on  the  verge  of 
soci^  acceptability; 

•never  once  during  the  course  of  this  122- 
minute  “thriller”  is  one  required  to  glimpse 
Michael  Douglas’  schlong. 

Aside  from  these  modest  blessings,  Basic 
Instinct  is  a  predictable,  unintentionally  self- 
mocking  (that  is  to  say  campy)  and  ultimate¬ 
ly  dangCTOus  piece  of  misogynist,  anti-queer 
ideology.  You  are  advised  to  spend  your 
seven  and  a  half  bucks  elsewhere. 

Let  me  explain: 

First  there  is  Johrmy  Boz,  retired  rock  star 
turned  San  Francisco  mayoral  benefactor, 
found  dead  in  an  urunade  bed  full  of  blood 
and  cum  stains.  The  weapon:  an  ice  pick.  Of 
course,  you  knew  that,  having  seen  it  all — 
the  nearly  superhuman  sex  and  the  stabbing, 
some  30-plus  times,  with  that  blue  light  spe¬ 
cial  ice  pick  from  K-Mart.  Who  knew  it  was 
selling  for  under  two  dollars? 

The  primary  suspect:  the  aforementioned 
bisexu^  Catherine,  whom  we  and  Detectives 
Nick  Curran  (that’s  Michael  Douglas)  and 
Gus  (George  Dzunda)  meet  at  her  jungle  of  a 
beach  compound  on  the  coast  north  of 
’Frisco,  having  been  led  there  by  the  equally 
sultry  Roxy,  Catherine’s  “friend,”  (as  in, 

“I’m  Roxy.  I’m  her” — pause — “friend.”  You 
can  almost  see  the  quotation  marks.) 

Catherine,  it  is  only  too  clear,  is  an  animal 
needing  to  be  lamed  (and  no  doubt  Nick 
Curran's  the  man  to  do  it.)  You  can  tell  this 
by  the  way  she  expresses  herself:  “I  wasn’t 
dating  [Boz],  I  was  fucking  him.”;  the  way 
she  drives:  no  seat  belt,  high-^>eed  passing 
on  the  windy  two-lane  roads  of  Marin;  and 
the  way  she  wears  short  dresses  and  no 
underwear  to  the  police  station. 

And  Nick  Currim...?  Underneath  his 
attraction  to  killing  (having  knocked  off  four 
people  in  five  years,  he’s  earned  the  nick¬ 
name  “Shooter”),  his  coke  habit,  his  problem 
with  the  sauce,  he’s  just  your  average  cop 
with  a  hyped-up  libido  and  happily-ever-after 
dreams.  Ask  Beth  Gamer,  his  pouty  Internal 
Affairs-appointed  shrink-tum^-lover- 
tumed-ex.  She  knows  a  lot  about  him,  as 
does  Catherine.  Now  how  do  you  suppose 
she  finds  out? 

Well,  I  guess  I  shouldn’t  give  away  too 
much  of  the  convoluted  ploL  but  let  me  ask 
you  this:  What  is  Michael  Douglas’  prob¬ 
lem?  Why  does  he  keep  investing  his  mil¬ 
lions  in  these  anti-woman,  anti-queer,  right- 
wing  diatribes?  You  remember,  perhaps. 

Fatal  Attraction!  Or  is  Basic  Instinct,  that 
cinematic  equivalent  of  vanity  publishing, 
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simply  another  vehicle  to  prove  the  irre¬ 
sistibility  of  Douglas’  40-plus  body  and  soul. 
After  all,  the  entire  plot  rotates  around  three 
bisexuals’  (or  two  bi’s  and  a  dyke — we’re 
never  exactly  sure  where  Roxy  falls  on  the 
Kinsey  scale)  willingness  to  mess  up  some 
very  entraiched  psychotic  patterns  for  him. 

Whatever  the  answer  is,  though,  the  ideo¬ 
logical  agenda  shines  through.  For  instance, 
it  is  only  too  clear  from  the  moment 
Catherine  starts  fondling  Roxy  in  front  of 
Detective  Nick  that  murder  is  positively 
associated  with  licaitiousness.  Similarly,  the 
initial  sex-and-slash  scene  helps  develop  in 
the  viewer  an  unpleasant  Pavlovian  visual 
equation:  woman  on  toi>=the  ice  pick.  You 
get  it.  Indeed,  at  the  risk  of  sounding  utterly 
wholesome,  let  me  just  say  that  every  expres¬ 
sion  of  sexuality  in  this  film  is  portrayed  as  a 
mere  outgrowth  of  psychic  pathology.  (It 
should  be  noted,  however,  that  Douglas 
breaks  with  cinematic  tradition  here  by 
becoming  the  first  man  in  recent  Hollywood 
history  to  go  down  on  a  woman  on  screen — 
even  if  it  is  only  foreplay  and  not  the  central 
act  itself.) 

On  top  of  that,  every  woman,  save  a  bit- 
part  juvi  cop,  is  a  sociopathic  murderer.  And, 
in  what  may  be  the  most  dangerous  assertion 
in  the  film,  murder  just  happens;  it  has  no 
social  or  psychological  causes,  and  thus  no 
social  or  psychological  cures. 

Plus,  the  queer  thing  is  bad  news  from  the 
start.  None  of  the  women — except  perhaps 
Roxy — is  really  a  dyke:  Beth  tells  Nick  that 
when  she  slept  with  Catherine  in  college,  she 
was  “experimenting” — forget  that  she’s  had 
an  ongoing  10-year  obsession,  if  not  affair, 
with  the  woman;  Catherine,  for  her  part, 
notes:  “I  have  no  luck  with  women.”  When 
Nick  says  to  his  his  rival  Roxy  “Let  me  ask 
you  something,  man  to  man.”  she  offers  no 
pro-gay  comeback.  And  then  there’s  Nick 
screaming,  “You  still  like  girls,  Beth?”  right 
before  he  blows  her  away.  (Oops!  Did  I  give 
the  ending  away?) 

It’s  not  that  I  think  all  us  homos  should  be 
portrayed  as  saints  or  even  pro-gay,  because 
god  knows  we’re  not.  It’s  just  that  the  film  is 
made  in  such  a  way  that  it  does  nothing  to 
challenge  the  homophobia  inherent  in  the 
story  and  its  characters. 

Still,  there  are  some  things  about  this  film 
we  dykes  can  be  thankful  for.  One  is  that 
there  is  no  lesbian  sex  scene,  which,  despite 
whatever  subversive  reading  we  might  bring 
to  iL  would,  in  this  context,  make  lesbian  sex 
another  freak  show  attraction.  The  second  is 
that  in  the  attonpt  Roxy  makes  on  Nick’s  life 
(which,  sadly  enough,  results  in  her  own 
death)  there  is  the  suggestion  that  women  are 
worth  dying  for,  and  worth  killing  for,  too. 

But  the  makers  of  this  movie  (despite  writ¬ 
er  joe  Eszterhaus’  self-confession  in  the 
press)  really  don’t  give  a  shit  what  we  dyke 
reviewers  think  of  Basic  Instinct.  They’re  out 
to  create  a  potboiler.  And  towards  that  end, 
they  intend  to  leave  viewers  with  a  few  unre¬ 
solved  questiorrs,  like:  that  Beth,  was  she  an 
ice  pick  murderer  too,  or  was  that  just  a  set¬ 
up?  But  me.  I’m  only  left  with  one  question: 
that  was  the  pro-gay  rewrite!?!  □

Women  speak  for 
themselves 

The  more  than  70  works  exhibited  in  the  Fifth  Annual  Women’s 
Film  and  Video  Festival  in  New  York  demonstrated  a 
commitment  to  strong  female  voices

Women’s  voices  of  all  kinds  shared 
the  stage  this  year  at  the  Fifth 
Annual  Women’s  Film  and  Video 
Festival  at  New  Yoric’s  WOW  Cafe.  It  con¬ 
tained  an  impressively  wide  plectrum  of 
works,  ranging  from  straightforward  docu¬ 
mentaries  to  eclectic  experimental  pieces. 

The  12-day  series  ran  March  25- April  1 1  and 
was  curated  by  Harriet  Hirschom  and  Mary 
Patiemo.  It  featured  more  than  70  Hints  and 
videos. 

Of  the  many  documentaries  I  saw,  the  one 
that  stands  out  is  Shinkha  Jhingan’s  video. 
Once  This  Land  Was  Ours.  Shot  in  rural 
India,  it  is  a  graceful  and  sad  piece  about  the 
plight  of  poor  migrant  women  who  work  as 
farmers  and  laborers  throughout  the  country¬ 
side.  There  is  no  narrative  and  this  is  its  most 
elegant  aspect.  The  mixture  of  sounds,  mov¬ 
ing  trains,  singing  voices  and  working  hands 
is  pafectly  balanced.  The  women  speak  for 
themselves. 

I  also  liked  Among  Good  Christian  People 
by  Catherine  Saalfield  and  Jacqueline 
Woodsen,  which  focuses  on  one  woman’s 
memories  of  growing  up  Black  and  gay  in  a 
Jehovah’s  Wimess  family.  Intaviews  with 
other  women  and  men,  many  of  them 
involved  with  gay  gospel  groups,  reveal  a 
range  of  Black  views  about  religion  and 
experiences  of  coming  out  to  their  families.  It 


is  an  into-esting  look  into  a  fairly  secret 
world — which  unfolds  nonetheless  into  a 
familiar  chronicle  of  reUgious  intolerance 
and  parmtal  confusion.  This  video,  with  its 
joyous  gospel  soundtrack,  has  a  little  some¬ 
thing  for  everyone. 

Touching  on  the  religious  theme  as  well  is 
The  Tokenism  of  Commodities  and  the 
Secrets  Thereof  by  Innes  Somm^,  which 
contains  footage  of  sup^market  items  juxta¬ 
posed  with  recordings  of  bom-again 
Christian  sermons.  The  film  could  use  tighter 
editiing  but  it  is  genuinely  furmy  and  origi¬ 
nal. 

The  subject  of  sex  was  explored  thorough¬ 
ly  in  this  festival,  with  my  posonal  favorite 
being  The  Match  that  Started  My  Fire  by 
Cathy  Cook.  It  is  an  exploration  of  early  sex¬ 
ual  awakenings  in  retrospect,  with  the  narra¬ 
tion  a  patchwork  of  authentic  confessional 
tellings  of  diffCTent  women’s  experiences. 
The  footage  is  imaginative  and  creative,  cut¬ 
ting  from  aquariums  to  schoolyards  and  then 
to  lawns  in  the  dark  of  night.  The  high  con¬ 
trast  and  deep  tones  of  the  black-and-white 
sequences  are  truly  sensual.  The  images  are 
expertly  edited.  I  sat  through  this  film  with  a 
huge  smile  on  my  face. 

Drawing  the  Line  by  Loma  Boschman  is 
about  a  photo  installation  called  “Kiss  and 
Tell.”  The  video  records  viewers’  spoken  and

“Sex  and  Art’’ 
is  an  international  celebration  of  lesbian  sex  and  art  featuring 
Susie  Bright  (a.k.a.  Susie  Sexpert),  who  will  deliver  her  State  of 
the  Union  Address  for  Lesbians;  performance  art  by  Kiss  and 
Tell  (the  collective  responsible  for  the  audience  interactive 
“Drawing  the  Line’’  photography  exhibit);  and  emcee  Maggie 
Cassella.  WOW  and  WiIdKat  Productions  will  be  sponsoring  the 
event  as  “part  of  our  commitment  to  bringing  new,  stimulating 
lesbian-positive  images  into  our  community  for  fun  and  discus¬ 
sion,’’  according  to  Aliza  Ansell  of  WOW. 

“Sex  and  Art’’  will  be  a  benefit  for  “Drawing  the  Line,”  which 
will  be  on  display  in  Northampton,  Mass.,  April  24-May  8. 
Another  version  of  “Sex  and  Art”  is  scheduled  for  Northampton 
on  April  26.  Lea  DeLaria  will  be  the  emcee  there. 

The  “Sex  and  Art”  benefit  performances  and  “Drawing  the 
Line”  are  likely  to  inspire  a  wide  range  of  responses  from  differ¬ 
ent  people.  In  any  case,  it  is  unlikely  that  anyone  will  find  them 
boring.

Kate  Bornsteins  art  and  reality  as  a  writer ! actor! playwright 
transsexual  lesbian

t  is  rare  that  you’re  lucky  enough  to 
meet  a  person  who  helps  you  rethink 
your  assumptions  about  humanity.  San 
Francisco-based  writer/actor/playwri^t  Kate 
Bomstein  is  one  such  person.  Hct  current 
play.  The  Opposite  Sex.. .is  Neither  is  the  lat¬ 
est  of  her  creations  that  helps  to  facilitate 
such  rethinking. 

Her  last  show.  Hidden:  A  Gender,  was  a 
depiction  of  the  lives  of  two  transsexuals 
from  different  times  and  cultures  that  power¬ 
fully  rendered  their  experiences  with  sex- 
reassignment  and  the  discrimination  they 
faced.  The  Opposite  Sex...is  Neither  is  a  one- 
woman  show  that  explores  the  lives  of  seven 
people  who  have  non-traditional  gender  iden¬ 
tities.  I  saw  it  March  7  in  Hartford,  Conn., 
where  the  show  was  pres«ited  by  Real  Art 
Ways,  a  production  company  that  strives  to 
present  quality  alternative  theater,  including 
a  large  selection  of  lesbian-,  bisexual-  and 
gay-related  events.  (Real  Art  Ways  brought 
the  “NEA  Four”  to  New  England  shortly 
after  their  funding  was  cut.) 

Most  of  the  characters  in  The  Opposite 
Sex...Is  Neither  are  based  on  real  people. 
Kate’s  first  character  is  a  Goddess-In- 
Treining  who  must  find  seven  people  who 
are  willing  to  challoige  identity  and  help 
than  transcend  their  genda  roles.  Only  by 
hdping  these  people  reach  their  higha 
awareness  can  the  G.I.T.  advance  to  the  next 
level  in  ha  training.  In  this  sequence  we 
meet  sevoal  diffoent  charactos,  including 
Ruby  “Love  my  breasts,  love  my  cock” 
Tue^y,  and  Billy,  a  fonale  jazz  musician 
wdio  passed  as  a  man  for  most  of  ha  life  afta 
having  been  told,  “Hoiey,  swing  is  fa  mot.” 
One  deqjly  religious  characta  finds  legit¬ 
imization  of  ha  genda  identity  in  the  bible, 
quoting  Galatians  3:28,  “Thae  is  neitha  Jew 
nor  Greek,  thae  is  neitha  bound  nor  free. 


thae  is  neither  male  nor  female:  for  ye  are 
all  one  in  Christ  Jesus.” 

As  the  characters  go  through  their  conflicts 
and  resolutions,  we  see  that  gender  is  not  a 
simple  eitha/or  division.  Bomstein  shows  us 
how  gendered  images  are  taught  by  the 
media,  aotica,  advertising,  religion  and  our 
peers.  But  the  reality  is  that  genda  involves 
a  whole  range  of  fluid  and  changing  charac¬ 
teristics,  and  in  one  way  or  another,  few  of  us 
fit  into  expected  societal  genda  roles. 

Afta  the  perfonnance,  I  accompanied 
Kate  and  an  entourage  of  friends  and  fans  to 
a  local  restaurant,  whae  we  had  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  talk  more  about  The  Opposite  Sex..Js 
Neither.  Certainly  some  of  the  show’s  ideas 
come  from  Kate’s  own  life  as  a  male-to- 
female  transsexual  lesbian,  but  there  is  no 
shortage  of  analysis.  In  ha  work,  she  asks  us 
to  question  our  assumptions  about  genda 
roles,  and  with  that  comes  questions  about 
the  binary  traits  that  we  are  taught  to  believe 
in;  man/woman,  gay/straight,  black/white, 
rich/poor,  can  all  be  seen  as  artificial 
dichotomies.  Bomstein  also  points  out  that 
when  traditionally  oppressed  groups  rise 
up — but  continue  to  believe  in  the 
dichotomies — many  people’s  experiences  are 
discounted.  As  one  of  the  show’s  characters, 
a  male-to-female  transsexual  named  Kat, 
says  of  the  women’s  and  gay  rights  move- 
moits:  “Even  if  you  win  your  revolutiai.  I’m 
still  an  outlaw.” 

I  oijoyed  seeing  the  glimpses  into  the  lives 
of  the  characters  in  the  play,  and  I  found 
myself  wishing  to  ga  to  know  some  of  them 
betta.  Perhq)s  the  play  could  be  loigthoied 
to  allow  more  depth.  But  whetha  or  not  that 
hotpots,  there’s  little  doubt  that  Kate 
Bomstein  will  explore  these  issues  furtha  in 
ha  future  work  and  she’ll  continue  to  shatta 
people’s  preconceptions  about  goida.  □

written  reactions  to  the  Vancouver,  B.C., 
show,  which  contained  photographic  images 
of  lesbians  in  various  states  of  sexual  con¬ 
tact  The  interviews  are  great  and  the  pho- 

.  tographs  are  sexy,  but  the  soundtrack  of 
heavy  breathing  really  interferes  with  it.  It 
seems  false  and  forc^.  It  is  a  shame  because 
the  visuals  are  hot  hot  hot. 

Speaking  of  hot, //ot  Girfr  by  Jane 
Hudson  is  an  interesting  take  on  those  horrid 
phone  sex  commercials.  You  know  the  ones. 
Only  this  time  the  tables  are  turned  on  the 
viewa.  As  the  images  of  women  in  suppos¬ 
edly  provocative  poses  lure  you  to  call, 
anotha  message  is  being  relayed  through 
subtitles  at  the  bottom  of  the  saeen.  One 
woman  on  a  bed  is  about  to  be  willingly 
raped  by  a  Peeping  Tom,  for  example,  but 
the  message  unda  the  image  reads  “fiction,” 
i.e.,  this  isn’t  reality. 

Monique,  a  video  by  Joan  Jubela,  follows 
the  life  of  a  yoimg  lesbian  and  her  adven¬ 
tures  in  clubland.  What  makes  this  piece 
interesting  is  its  inside  view  of  teenage  dyke- 
dom.  Dress  and  style  are  omnipotent,  and 
you  wear  your  lesbian  life  in  the  streets  and 
not  just  in  the  clubs.  It  is  a  work  in  progress 
and  I’d  be  curious  to  see  the  finished  prod¬ 
uct;  it’s  important  to  get  this  history  down. 

Antha  important  aspect  of  women’s  lives 
is  being  explored  in  A  Medicalization  of 
Birthing  by  Maria  Elena  Venuto.  But  the 
video,  which  is  about  the  perils  pregnant 
women  endure  unda  a  doctor’s  “care,”  is  a 
tough  one  to  sit  through.  Although  I  agree 
with  the  premise  that  modem  medicine  sub¬ 
jects  women  to  invasive  torture-like  proce¬ 
dures,  the  relentless  onslaught  of  brutal 
images  of  episiotomies  and  C-sections  in 
vivid  cola  was  ovokill.  I  found  it  to  be  a 
honor  film,  a  true  horror  film. 

Then  again,  the  artist  probably  succeeded 
at  what  she  intended.  And  that’s  what  this 
festival  is  about:  provocative  and  oilighten- 
ing  work  that  hits  its  marit.  The  only  thing 
more  impressive  than  the  numba  of  films 
and  videos  at  the  WOW  show  was  the  com¬ 
mitment  to  a  strong  female  voice.  □

Now,  going  way  back,  GCN  apologizes 
for  the  headline  “’93  March  on  D.C.  to 
include  bi’s,  but  not  disabled”  (Vol.  19,  No. 
29,  page  1),  which  some  readers  found 
misleading.  Additionally,  GCN  mistakenly 
reported  that  the  20-member  steering 
committee  had  failed  to  reserve  a  seat  for  a 
disabled  representative.  There  is  no  such  20- 
member  steering  committee.  There  is  a  nine- 
member  executive  committee  (for  which  two 
disabled  women  did  seek  election  and  were 
not  elected,  as  GCN  reported)  and  a  60-odd 
member  national  steering  committee  made 
up  of  regional  representatives. 

The  national  steering  committee  does  have 
a  seat  reserved  for  a  disabled  community 
representative,  as  well  as  for  bisexual, 
leather  and  transgender  representatives,  and 
a  mandate  that  at  least  half  of  its 
representatives  be  women  and  at  least  half  be 
people  of  color.

You’ve  long  been  a  critic  of  sexism, 
homophobia  and  AIDSphobia  in  the  music 
business.  Would  you  say  the  industry  has 
improved  in  these  areas  at  all? 


Wh«i  straight  men  get  together,  whatever 
racial  groups  they  fall  into,  they  always  go 
for  gay  men  and  women.  The  thing  that 
brings  them  togetho*  is  the  people  they  can 
attack.  Homophobia  is  sold  by  the  music 
industry.  I  work  in  the  music  business  but 
I’m  considered  to  be  totally  like  an  outsider. 

Why? 

First  of  all,  being  involved  on  any  level  polit¬ 
ically  can  make  you  an  outsider  in  the  music 
business.  It’s  one  thing  to  walk  around  mak¬ 
ing  generalizations  on  your  record  covers 
about  how  much  you  love  doing  AIDS  bene¬ 
fits  and  charities  and  stuff  like  that,  but  that 
shit  is  very  suspect  in  my  eyes  because  peo¬ 
ple  get  a  percentage  of  their  benefits.  There’s 
a  lot  of  that  bogus  shit  that  really  gets  in  the 
way. 

And  then  when  I  hear  something  like  Red 
Hot  &  Blue,  I  want  to  puke;  that  fucking 
record.  There’s  condescension,  there’s  pity, 
there’s  people  talking  that  don’t  know  what 
the  fuck  they’re  talking  about.  They’re  abus¬ 
ing  Cole  Porter’s  music  completely.  These 
motherfuckers  don’t  have  a  Peking  clue. 


All  of  them? 


Most.  Not  by  any  means  k.d.  lang,  who  I 
love,  she  has  a  b^utiful  voice.  I  really  love 
her  and  a  couple  of  others.  But  for  the  most 
part.  Red  Hot  A.  Blue  fucking  stunk  and  the 
people  who  I  object  to  the  most  are  Tom 
Waits,  U2....  It’s  mainly  the  men  I  object  to, 
not  so  much  the  women.  The  men  I  thought 
were  fucking  pathetic.  You  know,  they’re 
talking  like  shit. 

It’s  like,  how  many  straight  men  are  in 
ACT  UP,  for  one  thing?  Now,  why  is  that?  I 
go  to  ACT  UP  meetings  and  there  are  a  lot  of 
straight  women  in  ACT  UP.  But  the  men  are 
just  such  assholes,  they  don’t  have  a  clue. 
Now,  in  the  music  business,  the  record  com¬ 
panies  say,  “This  is  the  new  charity,  this  is 
the  new  thing  happening,  you  should  put 
your  voice  out  there,  it’ll  be  good  for  your 
public  image.’’  And  that’s  it.  And  that  makes 
me  sick  because  I  see  a  lot  of  apathy. 

This  is  a  very  long-winded  answer  to 
whether  or  not  the  music  industry  has 
changed  in  its  response  to  the  AIDS  epidem¬ 
ic.  I  don’t  think  so.  I  think  it  has  to  happen 
from  people  who  are  considered  outsiders  by 
the  mainstream  sensibility. 

But  what  about  Madonna’s  contributions? 

Well,  she  certainly  puts  her  money  where  her 
mouth  is.  She’s  one  of  the  only  pop  singers  I

can  think  of  who  really  gives  a  fuck.  I’m  not 
a  pop  music  fan.  I’m  not  into  her  music  at  all 
b^ause  I’m  into  a  totally  different  sensibili¬ 
ty.  I  would  say  that  she’s  been  supportive 
through  this  epidemic.  I’ve  never  seen  her 
perform.  I’ve  heard  her  music  in  the  super¬ 
market  There’s  a  place  for  a  lot  of  different 
people  in  this  world,  no  one  can  do  evoy- 
thing.  You  can  ask  Madonna  to  do  this  or  do 
that  and  she’s  going  to  be  useful  in  certain 
ways.  She  brings  people  a  lot  of  power,  and 
that’s  important 

But  as  for  the  rest  of  us  outsiders,  we  have 
to  make  our  own  music  and  do  this  shit  our¬ 
selves  because  this  bit  about  asking  the  main¬ 
stream  to  support  this  and  to  say  a  few  nice 
words  about  the  gay  community...  fuck  that! 
Who  needs  to  ask?  Who  needs  to  be  polite? 
You  take  power,  you  don’t  ask  for  it  and 
that’s  it 

That’s  how  it  is  for  me,  I  don’t  hold  back. 

I  try  to  push  the  people  that  I  know,  that  I 
believe  in,  and  it  doesn’t  sound  directly  polit¬ 
ical.  I  think  that’s  what  is  political:  talking 
one-to-one  on  the  most  basic  level,  not  by 
grandstanding. 

When  I  tell  people  they  could  become 
involved  in  fitting  the  epidemic,  I  mean 
that  prerson  could  go  out  and  work  in  a  fuck¬ 
ing  ho^ice  if  he  or  she  doesn’t  want  to  get 
invlov^  in  the  activism  side  of  it.  It’s  not 
like  a  person  has  to  say,  “I’m  going  to  put  14 
hours  a  day  into  this  or  I’m  not  going  to  do 
anything.”  There  are  a  lot  of  people  on  a  lot 
of  different  levels  and  that  sounds  really 
moderate,  but  it  isn’t. 

It’s  strange,  you  know,  in  the  art  world  it’s 
much  different.  Certainly  there’s  homopho¬ 
bia  and  AIDSphobia  but  not  anywhere  to  the 
degree  that  there  is  in  the  music  industry. 

The  art  world  isn’t  as  conservative  as  the 
music  biz. 

Before  my  brother  died  he  always  told  me 
that  it  was  easily  observable  that  the  gay 
community  was  always  at  the  forefront,  at 
the  vanguard  of  political  situations,  as’ far  as 
the  art  world  is  concerned.  It’s  a  sensibility, 
that’s  what  we’re  talking  about,  totally  dif¬ 
ferent  sensibilities.  Straight  women  get  into 
that. 

Why  do  you  think  there  is  often  a  bond 
between  straight  women  and  gay  men? 

It’s  a  sisterly  bond.  I’ve  always  felt  For  me 
it’s  just  a  natural  bond.  I  wish  I  knew  why 
that  was.  With  gay  men,  in  general,  I  feel  I’m 
not  protecting  myself,  my  face  is  different,  I 
can  talk  the  way  I  normally  talk.  When  I’m 
around  straight  men,  I  immediately  think, 
“What  do  they  want?  What  do  they  want?” 

It’s  really  strange.  Maybe  they’re  just  bom 
fucked.  I  mean,  a  person  is  bom  gay  or 
they’re  bom  strai^t.  Maybe  straight  men  are 
bom  fucked  up,  who  knows?  When  I  refer  to 
myself,  the  last  thing  I  think  of  is  the  word 
“straight”  on  any  level  at  all. 

If  it  weren’t  for  my  gay  friends,  forget 
about  it.  I  would  have  no  joy  in  my  life. 

From  my  first  singing  teacher — a  gay  man 
who  gave  me  lessons  for  10  years  for  free — 
to  some  of  the  people  I  currently  work  with,  I 
have  a  very  solid  sense  of  who  I  am. 

It’s  hard  to  be  involved  [in  a  relationship] 
with  someone  when  they  don’t  get  it.  If 
you’re  a  really  strong  woman,  straight  mat 
can’t  get  it  up.  Get  down  to  basics,  they’re 
terrified.  They  get  all  freaked  out.  Who  has 
the  time  for  that? 

And  excuse  me,  but  the  straight  male  com¬ 
munity  is  not  dealing  as  much  with  the  AIDS 
epidemic.  They  don’t  feel  threatened  because 
they  hear  all  the  time  that  they  can  pass  the 
virus,  but  their  likelihood  of  catching  it  is 
much  less  than  womoi.  So  they  have  atti¬ 
tudes  like,  “We’re  the  survivors  of  this,  we 
don’t  have  to  worry  about  it,  we  don’t  have 
to  wear  condoms.” 

So  women  are  forced  to  wear  these  new 
big  mbber  things  you  put  in  your  cunt.  It 
makes  me  sick.  Now  we  have  to  do  that  too, 
because  they  won’t  put  the  condoms  on.  So 
now  women  are  supposed  to  put  on  these  big 
things  because  it’s  our  job  to  make  sure  we 
don’t  die  because  this  motherfucker’s  in  a 
state  of  doiial?  I  mean,  it’s  the  same  thing  as 
Donald  Trump  wanting  to  give  money  to 
some  rape  crisis  organization  to  make  sure 
Mike  Tyson  could  get  off  easily. 

Even  though  your  political  involvement 
makes  you  an  outsider,  is  there  a  place  in 
the  art  world  and  the  music  business 
where  you  end  up  fitting  in? 

We  all  tell  different  stories.  I  tell  a  story. 

Karen  Finley  tells  a  story.  Madoima  tells  a 
story.  As  women  we  all  have  our  functions. 
My  stuff  is  a  little  dark  for  public  consump¬ 
tion  and  a  lot  of  people  can’t  handle  it.  But 
that’s  the  way  it  is  b^ause  I’m  going  to  tell 
the  shit  the  way  1  want  to  tell  it.  Some  people 
can  deal  with  it  and  some  people  can’t  I’m 
not  going  to  alter  it  if  they  can’t  You  know 
what  I’m  saying?  When  I’m  up  there  on 
stage,  I  am  out  there  too.  □

Raging  correctly

eople  wandering  into  Derek 
Jarman’s  new  film  Edward  II 
expecting  a  standard  historical 
drama  of  l^glish  royalty  will  certainly  be 
surprised,  if  not  shocked,  by  what  they  see 
on  the  screen.  The  story  of  Edward,  who 
ascended  Britain’s  throne  in  1308  at  the  age 
of  24  and  was  deposed  and  murdered  in  1 327 
by  a  group  of  noblemen —  led  by  the  king’s 
own  wife  Isabella — is  usually  thought  of  as  a 
minor  episode  in  early  Briti^  histoiy.  In  tra¬ 
ditional  history  books,  Edward  is  usually 
described  as  a  “weak”  king  who,  because  he 
was  unable  to  keep  order  in  the  land,  became 
involved  in  a  civil  war  and  ended  up  being 
murdered.  But  Derek  Jarman  and 
Christopher  Marlowe — whose  1593  play 
Edward  II  is  the  basis  for  this  film — are  hav¬ 
ing  none  of  that 

As  both  the  play  and  the  film  make  clear, 
Edward  n  was  murdered  by  power-mongers 
and  homophobes  who  were  furious  when  he 
refused  to  give  up  his  devotion  for  Piers 
Gaveston,  a  commoner  he  had  made  his 
lover.  And  if  Marlowe  made  his  Edward  n 
unconditionally  homosexual,  Jarman  has 
gone  one  step  further  and  made  his  Edward 
unconditionally  queer. 

As  usual  Jarman  is  out  to  shock  us,  not 
only  with  some  explicit  sexuality  (as  much  as 
he  can  get  away  with  and  still  have  his  film 
funded  by  the  BBC)  but  also  with  a  dislocat¬ 
ing  juxtaposition  of  historical  detail  and  sen¬ 
sibility.  Jarman,  of  coiuse,  is  famous  for  this. 
His  film  Sebastaine  was  a  Latin-speaking- 
gladiator-epic  of  Christian-homosexual-sal- 
vation  filled  with  seductive,  erotic  anachro¬ 
nisms.  Caravaggio  recreated  its  steamy 
Italian  renaissance  milieu  in  post-modernist, 
revisionist  tones.  But  in  Edward  II,  Jarman 
takes  these  ideas  further  and  more  success¬ 
fully  that  he  ever  has  before.  In  many  ways 
Edward  II  seems  to  be  both  a  continuation 
and  a  culmination  of  all  of  Jarman’s  work 
until  now. 


In  the  film’s  opening  scene  we  see  Piers 
(Andrew  Tiernan)  and  a  friend  having  an 
intimate  talk  on  the  edge  of  a  bed.  Although 
they  are  speaking  Marlowe’s  proper 
Elizabethan  English,  we  can’t  help  but 
notice  that  there  are  two  well  built  naked 
men  behind  them  making  love.  As  the  film 
continues  —  Jarman’s  script,  which  he  wrote 
with  Stephen  McBride,  Ken  Butler  and 
Tilda  Swinton,  is  faithful  to  Marlowe’s  work 
with  some  judicious  cutting  —  it  becomes 
evident  that  half  of  the  film  seems  to  be  in 
conect  period  costume  and  the  other  half  in 
modem  dress.  The  sets  too,  are  a  bit  discon¬ 
certing.  Sometimes  beautifully  appointed  and 
sometimes  barely  minimalist,  they  seem  to 
indicate  states  of  mind  rather  then  real 
locales;  a  fantasy  of  a  historical  drama  rather 
than  the  actual  thing.  Jarman  is  determined, 
as  he  states  in  the  film’s  program  notes,  to 


“out"  history  —  to  radicalize  it  to  suit  our 
present  day  needs. 

As  the  film  continues,  these  odd,  consis¬ 
tently  disturbing  details  continue  to  accumu¬ 
late.  Queen  Isabella  (Tilda  Swinton),  who 
begins  wearing  what  might  be  semi-modem 
versions  of  Elizabethan  gowns,  gradually 
evolves  into  being  a  haute  couture  1950s 
fashion  plate,  her  elaborate  Parisian  outfits 
making  hCT  look  like  Eva  Peron  crossed  with 
a  malevolent  Grace  Kelly.  The  conniving 
noblemen  are  dressed  in  well-  made  suits  and 
look  like  rich  bankers;  there  are  evoi  some 
noblewomen  present  at  their  meetings  and 
they  look  like  meaner  versions  of  Margaret 
Thatcher.  At  one  point  in  the  film,  when 
Gaveston  and  Edward  (Steven  Waddington) 
are  forced  to  separate,  Jarman  has  the 
Eurythmics’s  Annie  Lennox  (who  looks  fab¬ 
ulous  as  a  sort  of  punked  out  troubadour) 


make  an  appearance  singing  Cole  Porter’s 
“Ev’iy  Time  We  Say  Go^by."  By  the  time 
Jarman  presents  a  battle  scene  between 
Edward’s  supporters  and  the  court  troops,  we 
are  ready  for  almost  anything  and  Jarman 
gives  it  to  us.  In  a  shockingly  choreographed 
set  piece  Jarman  gives  us  a  street  fight 
between  OutRage  (a  sort  of  London  version 
of  Queer  Nation)  and  modem  British  police. 
By  then  there  is  little  doubt  that  Derek 
Jarman  is  as  interested  in  the  way  we  live 
now  as  he  is  in  the  way  we  lived  then. 
History  for  Jarman — especially  the  history  of 
homosexual  oppression  and  homophobia — is 
not  something  that  exists  in  textbtxiks  or  old 
plays  but  is  connected,  in  a  visceral,  vital  and 
immediate  way  to  what  is  happening  today. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  and  most  shocking 
change  in  this  Edward  II  is  the  ending. 
Tradition  has  always  held  that  Edward  was 
murdered  by  the  insertion  of  a  red  hot  poker 
into  his  ass.  The  plan,  concocted  by  Isbella, 
her  lover  Mortimer  and  the  renegade  nobility 
was  that  such  a  murder  would  go  undetected 
because  there  would  be  no  visible  markings 
on  the  outer  body.  Throughout  the  film, 
Jarman  repeatedly  shows  us  shots  of  a  black¬ 
smith  heating  a  poker  in  a  glowing  furnace 
and  as  Edward’s  fortunes  ebb,  the  meaning 
of  this  scene  becomes  clearer  and  clearer. 
But  at  the  film’s  end,  just  as  Edward  begins 
to  accept  his  fate,  Jarman  attempts  his  most 
startling  artistic  coup  yet — he  literally 
changes  history.  As  the  very  attractive  burly 
executioner  approaches  Edward,  he  suddenly 
takes  him  in  his  arms  and  kisses  him.  Not 
even  history,  Jarman  seems  to  be  saying,  is 
strong  enough  to  overcome  the  power  and 
the  force  of  gay  sexuality. 

Edward  II  reflects  much  of  Jarman’s  evo¬ 
lution  over  the  years.  Trained  as  a  painter,  he 
soon  became  involved  with  set  design  —  he 
designed  Ken  Russell’s  true-life  gothic  hor¬ 
ror  story  The  Devils  —  and  began  making  his 
own  movies  in  1978  with  Sebastiane. 
Although  he  was  dealing  with  the  topic  of 
homophobia  in  that  film — clearly  an  out¬ 
come  of  the  gay  liberation  movement — ^his 
analysis  was  political,  but  vague.  In  the  next 
years  Jarman’s  politics  (sexual  as  well  as 
coalition)  would  become  sharper,  more  nervy 
and  cutting  edge.  His  adaptation  of 
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
